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CLUB MEN TALK OF PRINCE YTURBIDE.

More than One Theory as to the Cause 
of His Expulsion, Not Yet om- 
cially Confirmed. 


Washington, D. C., May 14.—[{Special.]— 
‘All 1 know about this Yturbide affair,” 
said Henry M. May, a close friend of the 
Prince, “* has been derived from the newspa- 
per accounts. If I knew anything about the 
matter personally I should not even dis- 
cuss it. 

“ Any knowledge of such a thing would 
necessarily be* gleaned from gossip at the 
Metropolitan club, and in that case would 
be inviolate, just as much as though it had 
occurred in a man’s own house. Had the 
action been taken by the Board of Govern- 


ors of the Metropolitan club, that common 


rumor says has been done, that body would 
be the proper one to give out any informa- 
tion as to the expulsion or even suspension 
of my friend. But candidly, I know nothing 
whatever about this disagreeable topic, and 
I would not discuss it if I did.”

One of the leading spirits in the club said 
tonight that a disposition has been mani- 
fested to give Prince Yturbide the cold 
shoulder because he was not so well off pe- 
cuniarily as he had been, But no one who 
had ever been associated intimately with the 
Prince would believe the stories that had 
been circulated about him, for he had proven 
himself a gentleman in all his dealings. 

Nothing could be: learned, however, in re- 
gard to the reported action of the Board of 
Governors of the Metropolitan club,. unless 
they saw fit to divulge the proceedings 
themselves.

One statement was'to the effect that not 
only the Metropolitan club but the Chevy 
Chase Hunt club and other social organiza- 
tions here have determined to ostracize 
Frince Yturbide, as well as a number of 
clubmen who have been his associates at 
Washington. Like the other stories, how- 
ever, this could not be substantiated by any- 
body in a position to know anything about 
it, and it was put down to mere rumor.

OREGON OUTCLASSES ALL ITS RIVALS. 


New Battleship Proves Itself to Be 
Absolutely Unrivaled Among the 
Ironclads of the World. 


Santa Barbara, Cal., May 14.—In its of- 
ficial trial trip today the battleship Oregon 
covered 62 knots over the official governmert 
course in three hours forty minutes and for- 
ty-eight seconds, making the magnificent 
average speed for the time over the course 
of 16.78 knots or 19.35 miles an hour. This 
speed places it in the very front rank of 
ships of its class in the navies of the world, 
beating the Massachusetts, which had a rec- 
ord of 16.15 knots, and the Indiana, witha 
record of 15.61 knots. By its great perform- 
ance today the Oregon has. earned for its 
builders, the Union iron works, a premium 
of $175,000. 

Irving M. Scott, President of the Union 
iron works, in speaking of the result said: 
‘ The trial today makes the Oregon absolute- 
ly unrivaled among the ironclads of the 
world. It beats the Massachusetts for de- 
fense and offense and only needed a trial 
to prove that it can carry these powers at 
a speed greater than any of its rivals. The 
average speed of 16.75 knots practically for 
six hours shows beyond a question its abi)- 
ity of sustaining’ great speed, for long peri- 
ods. In evéry respect its engine perform- 
ance was without an equal.” ay.

MOBS STONE MILWAUKEE STREET CARS 


Policemen and Men in Charge of the 
Cars Are Stoned Before the 
Crowds Are Dispersed. 


Milwaukee, Wis., May 14.—{Special.)—Two 
large mobs of strike sympathizers demol- 
ished street cars on the South Side tonight. 

At Eighth avenue and Mitchell street a 
mob of 4,000 chased the conductor and motor- 
man and special officers from a car and 
emashed the car into kindling wood, the 
members of the mob carrying away the 
pieces for trophies. 

At Muskego and Eighteenth avenues a 
mob of 2,000 derailed a car and stoned the 
police and the men in charge of the car. 
Large forces of police were sent to the 
seenes and dispersed the crowds without 
much difficulty. Two arrests were made. 

Acommittee representing the business-men 
of the city, composed of Capt. Fred Pabst, 
William Allis, John Johnston, Benjamin 
Skidmore, Louis Gimbel, and Bernard Gold- 
smith, met the directors of the street railway 
company and a committee from the strikers 
this afternoon and made an ineffectual at- 
tempt to settle the strike. The company 
would not agree to take all of its old men 
back in a body. 

A Chicago, Milwaukee and St. Paul switch 
engine ran into a Cambridge avenue car at 
‘Florida and Reed streets at 6 o’clock tonight 
and demolished it. Under ordinary circum- 
stances this would have been a serious acci- 
dent, but owing to’the stringent boycott 
there was no one on the car but the con- 
ductor, the motorman, and a policeman. 
These jumped in time to escapeinjury. The 
motorman could not stop the car.

Many 
people are so accustomed at the present mo- 
ment to occupy themselves exclusively with 
foreign affairs that they fail to notice the 
signs of the times as regards British internal 
politics. This is a grievous mistake, since 
education in the question produced so seri- 
ous a rift between the Liberal party and the 
Irish members that many adherents of the 
former are contemplating now and prepar- 
ing a split. 

Irish members elected for the mest part 
on the Catholic vote ardently support the 
Tory education bill, which favors voluntary 
schools at the expense of secular, School 
Boards, to which policy the Liberals and 
Radicals are opposed bitterly. 

Only today the Congregationalists in a 
conference virtually threw over home rule, 
while Rosebery wag so incensed he sent for 
the editor of the Daily News yesterday, and 
this morning there appeared in this Radical 
journal a bitter attack on the Irish members 
for supporting the government on the ques- 
tidh which so powerfully excites the inter- 
ests of non-conformists. 

I further am in a position to state that 
many Liberals welcome this state of affairs, 
as they are disgusted with the muddle where- 
in home rule landed them and are disheart- 
ened at the selfishness and squabbiing of the 
Irish party. They see there is a chance for 
reuniting, at least to a great extent, their 
once grand party and effacing the aisastrous 
effects of the split of 1886. I hardly believe 
home rule will be abandoned by the responsi- 
ble leaders of the Liberal party, simply be- 
cause such an action would be a terrible 
comment on their policy of the last ten 
years, but I do believe a majority of the 
members would now, if theygould, throw 
it over. 

Home rule has quite lost the last prestige 
Gladstone gave it, and many persons who 
always supported it and still nominally do, 
Therefore let no 
one he surprised if they hear one day some 
startling modification of the Irish policy in 
the Liberal party. It is possible. I state no 
opinion, I simply affirm plain, serious, un- 


varnished fact. 


CLANDESTINE MARRIAGES AT ANN ARBOR 


Acquiescence of Parents Does Not 
Ease the Minds of the Univer- 
sity Faculty. 


Ann Arbor, Mich.,: May 14.—[(Special.]— 
University circles are not done talking 
about recent clandestine marriages. The 
most notable one was that of Mr. Perry of 
the law department and Maud Elaine Cald- 
well, a talented poetess. The couple had 
been engaged for two years, with the know!l- 
edge of their parents, and their little flight 
to West Virginia for the purpose of getting 
married has been entirely condoned by the 
respective families. : : 

Mr. Perry Sr. wrote letters: to several

Bandits Eseape After a Hot Chase by 
the Sheriff. 


FINDANEW USE FOR THE BICYCLE, 


Springfleld, Ill, May 14.—[Special.]—The 
boldest bank robbery that ever occurred in 
this county was perpetrated today at Buf- 
falo, a village twelve miles east of Spring- 
field. is 

Two masked men entered the Bank of Buf- 
falo, owned by A. A. Pickerell & Co., bound 
Carl Kloppenberg, the assistant cashier, and 
robbed the safe of between $10,000 and §$11,- 
000 in cash. | ’ 

The robbers were entirely original in their 
methods. Instead of coming into town after 
the old traditional style on horseback and 
with revolver laden belts they rode into the 
village on bicycles. Their appearance at- 
tracted no attention and they managed to 
get away with their booty without exciting 
the town. : 

It was just noon when two men rode up to 
the village bank and rested their wheels 
against the awning posts. Entering the 
bank they stepped to the old-fashioned 
counter as if to transact some busingss. 


Robbers Bind the Cashier. 


Kloppenburg was the only man in the 
bank at the time. He was engaged in clos- 
ing the safe preparatory to going to dinner. 
He was about to get up to wait on the vis- 
itors when both ran behind the counter and 
grabbed him. As Kloppenberg turned 
around he was confronted With two drawn 
revolvers. Like a flash a cloth was placed 
over his mouth. 

While one of the robbers was engaged in 
this work the other was securely fastening 
Kioppenberg’s arms and legs. Having se- 
curely bound and gagged him they threw 
him behind a desk. Kloppenberg did not 
have an apportunity even to get a good 
view of the men, so quickly was the work 
done. 3 

Aftet they had disposed of Kloppenberg 
the wheelmen leisurely gathered up all the 
money they could find. It amounted to be- 
tween $10,000 and $11,000, but one of the rob- 
bers said: . 

** It is a poor haul.” 

The men then went outside, mounted their, 
wheels, and rode leisurely out of the village, — 
as if nothing had happened.

After the robbery had been reported a 
posse was organized with A. A. Pickrell, the 
bank President, at its head. They tracked 
the wheels for a considerable distance, but 
in the Sangamon River bottoms all trace of 
the fugitives was lost. : 

The men came towards Springfield, but 
whether or not they reached the city is not 
known. Word was sent to the Sheriff and 
Chief of Police as soon as the robbery was 
discovered, and men were sent out to watch 
the road for suspicious looking wheelmen. 
A few arrests were made, but no one has 
been detained. The. belief is that the rob- 
bers went into hiding in the river bottoms 
and will remain there until the excitement 
blows over. 

Rain was tating at the time of the robbery 
and but few people were on the streets. 

The loss falls heavily on the bank, it being 
a new institution, having been in operation - 
but a few months. Business will be resumed 
in the morning. 

‘Work of the Police. , 

Two officers heard of a party of two men 
and a woman going toward Decatur in two 
rigs. They gave chase and followed the 
party to that city. When they got there 
one of the men was arrested with the help 
of the Decatur police. He had a valise 
which he refused to open, saying its con- 
tents belonged to him, and he would not Ict 
any officer get at them without a warrant. 
When opened it was found to contain only 
garments and a few trinkets... The man 
proved himself to be Innocent of any con- 
nection with the robbery, and was released. 

All the afternoon Frank Pickrell, with the 
assistance of merchants, looked over the 
books of the bank, and learned that the- 
thieves had taken something over $10,000, 
Mr. Pickrell did not carry any burglar in- 
surance. He had been solicited to take @ 
policy on several occasions, but refused, 
thinking he was secure from the visitation 
of robbers. 

It is generally conceded the robbery was 

premeditated ‘and carefully planned, thé 
habits and custom of the bank officials 
studied and watched, and the time for action 
fixed so there would be little or no probabfil- 
ity of discovery. 
_Mr. Kloppenberg, the cashier, is a man of 
unquestioned integrity, and enjoyed to the 
utmost the confidence of Mr. Pickrell and 
the merchants of the town.

CURES LUNGS WITH AIR. 


ELGIN PHYSICIAN PERFECTS A RE- 
‘MARKABLE INHALER. 


——_’ 


Living Witnesses Bear Testimony to 
the Wonderful Success He Has Met 
with in Treating Consumptives— 
Patients Suffering from the Second 
and Third Stages of the Disease Are 
Now Well—Citizens Investigate and 
Confirm the Reports. 

Elgin, Il, May 14.—{Special.J—A form of 
artificially saturated medicated air is the 
apparently successful cure for lung trouble 
now being offered by Dr. W. A. Shepard of 
this city. The air is charged in that manner 
in recognition of the fact that rare air of 
mountainous regions is beneficial to persons 
afflicted with weak lungs. The doctor took 
the cue for the remedy he says he has 
worked out from that truth, and his an- 
nouncement of his method is it multiplies 
several times over the benefits received from 
a trip to the mountain districts. 

The prospective patient who enters Dr. 
Shepard's office is introduced to a brass and 
nickel-plated, queer-looking cylindrical- 
shaped apparatus about eighteen inches 
high, to which are connected two tubes for 
the purpose of inhaling and exhaling. The 
physician considers the latter as important 
a duty on the part of the consumptive as the 
former, and he has attached a mechanical 
contrivance which registers in cubic inches 
the lung power shown. 

‘The healing air passes through a bottle 
partly filled with a medical solution and 
from it receives the charge which is to do the 
good to the lungs. 


Guards His Secret Closely. 

The composition of this solution, however, 
Dr. Shepard guards. Its strength and in- 
tensity vary with the condition of the 
patient. 

That is all the information he will give to 
imquirers. He has worked for approximate- 
ly six years in developing this branch of the 
profession, and not until lately, though, has 
he reached a point where his labor has 
brought him success. Of 100 cases he says 
h» has cured or relieved, one-tenth were of 
the fatal stage, three-fourths df the total 
were men and women in the second stage, 
and the balance in the first. 

He admits no failures in the incipient 
Slage. 

A commission of three, appointed by May- 
or Charlies H Wayne, and consisting of A. 
Hi. Lowrie, editor of the Elgin Daily News; 
George 8S. Bowen, President of the Scientific 
Society here, and once a prominent and 
wealthy Chicagoan; and Col. J. H. Wilcox, 
a Grand Army man, has questioned the peo- 
ple who say they have been cured and has 
meade a flattering and favorable report to 
the chief executive. 

He Cures Himself. 

It is an interesting fact for Dr. Shepard 
to refer to that he was once a consumptive 
and was made a well man by his own dis- 
covery. The story he told today to Tup 
TRIBUNE correspondent was that he had 
gone to New Mexico half a dozen years ago 
in search of relief for hislungs. While there 
he thought over the matter and touched 
upon a scheme in his own mind which it oc- 
curred to him would result in cures. 
turned to Elgin and rigged up a rough in- 
strument and he declared “It did for my 
lungs just what the climate of the far West- 
ern country did.’’ 

Dr. Shepard is now a robust man. The 
method he employed he explained as follows:

A. P. A. IS DIVIDED AS TO MKINLEY. 


Address of President Traynor Touches 
Upon Many of the Issues Now Be- 
fore the Order. 


Washington, D. C., May 14.—The Advisory 
Board of the A. P. A. held a meeting last 
night to consider the action of its Executive 
committee in blacklisting McKinley. A spe- 
cial oath of secrecy is said to have heen im- 
posed upon the board in relation to the Mc- 
Kinley matter. 

One report has it that the Advisory Board 
will report its action upon McKinley's can- 
didacy to the council tomorrow. The other 
story is that the board will be very glad to 
have the declaration it has made heretofore 
stand without any consideration by the 
council, and will not bring. the matter for- 
ward. 

The Ohio delegates declare they will leave 
no stone unturned to secure a reconsidera- 
tion of the ban placed upon Mr. McKinley, 
and insist that they will call on the Advisory 
“Board for an explanation. 

A majority of the councilors seem to re- 
gret that the body should have become 
entangled in such an issue. Many of them 
believe that the A. P. A. should announce 
the principles upon which a Presidential 
candidate must stand to receive the sup- 
port of members of the order and should 
avoid personalities. 

The most noteworthy feature of today’s 
session was the giving to the public the an- 
nual address of President W. J. H. Traynor. 
President Traynor says in part: 

“The American Protective Association is 
today a recognized factor in American poll- 


tics whose favor is openly courted by polit- 


ical leaders, organizers, ang postulants for 
public office who a year or tavo ago ignored, 
treated with contempt, or denounced it.”’ 

Then he warns the order against eleventh 
hour converts and says: 

“The A. P. A. is a standing menace to the 
perpetuity of every party, being composed, 
as it is, of the members of every party. So 
long as it remains unmoved by threats, un- 
yielding to the pressure of party machines, 
it will be hated but respécted by every party 
which dares not incorporate the platform 
of the orderini.s own. The great majority 
of our order have waited patiently during 
the last year for some sign from one or the 
other of the political parties that 
it has received a change of heart 
that it is honest’enough to publicly express. 
There are a few Republicans, such as 
Linton of Michigan, Gear of Iowa, Bradley of 
Kentucky, Stone of Missouri, who have been 
fearless in their indorsement of our princi- 
ples. While it may be fortunate that they 
are Republicans it is more than unfortunate 
that they are not either the Republican 
party or representatives of that body, and 
the question should be asked and answered 
here and now, that while the A. P. A.ism 
of these men Is tolerated by the party for 
the A. P. A. votes which each of them car- 
ries behind him, what assurances have we 
that this toleration will not cease the moment 
the votes have been delivered ?’’ 

The President expresses regret that the A. 
P. A. has, in some States, been used by 
party machines. He discourages any at- 
tempt to secure the nomination of a member 
of the order for the Presidency by either 
party, and says that ‘“‘ no member of our 
grand organization could ever receive with- 
in a hundred votes sufficient to make him the 
nominee of either one of the great parties, 
even though that member were the im- 
mortal Lincoln himself.’’ 

Referring to the Advisory Board, which 
created a sensation by its attack upon Mc- 
Kinley, he says: 

‘*A source of prospective danger is the 
National Advisory Board as it is at present 
constructed. In its present form it’ is in 
danger at any time of coming into violent 
collision with the Supreme Executive Board, 
which is the supreme council out of session, 
and undoubtedly the superior of all other 
boards. At present it recognizes no superior 
but the supreme council in session, and may 
pursue one policy while the Supreme Presi- 
dent and his cabinet pursue one entirely op- 
posed to it.”’ 

He suggests that the powers of the board 
be especially named. He recommends that 
no candidate for a national political office 
shall receive the indorsement of the board 
until all State Councils have passed upon 
him; that no notifications of a political 
nature from State or Supreme Council be 
mandatory, but merely advisory. 

Although the interest of the delegates is 
centered upon the policy to be pursued by 
the A. P. A. in the coming Presidential cam- 
paign, it is exceedingly difficult to secure 
any correct account of the factions and un- 
dercurrents at work in the council on ac- 
count of the strict secrecy which is being 
observed. 

There is a large faction urging the coun- 
cil to refrain from participation in the Presi- 
dential campaign unless some candidate 
particularly obnoxious to the A. P. A. be 
nominated, and to confine the society’s 
activity to municipal and State politics.

Paris, Ill.,May 14.—({Special.]—The funeral of 
Thomas Smith, who is thought to have been 
the oldest surviving veteran of the civil war, 
took place here today. He was nearly 96 
years of age, being born at Powells Valley, 
Tenn., Sept. 18, 1800. Whena mere youth he 
helped to move a large body of Indians from 
the Georgia and Tennessee purchase, which 
they refused to vacate, to a point near Little 
Rock, Ark. He served throughout the 
Mexican and civil wars and carried not less 
than three bullets in his body. His death 
was due to a broken hip, oastatand in a fall 
three weeks since. 


Sister Rosine. 

Cincingati, O., May 14.—(Special.]—Sister 
Rosine died at Notre Dame Convent at Read- 
ing at 6 o’clock this morning of extreme old 
age. She was the oldest sister in the Cath- 
olic Church and was born in Belgium in 
1812. In 1840, with eight other sisters, she 
came to America from the mother home at 
Narnul, Belgium. Archbishop Purcell was 
instrumental in bringing her over. 


Lack of Faith Costs 84,000.

MICHIGAN BAR ASSOCIATION MEETING 


International Arbitration and the Tor- 
rens Law Are Indorsed. 

Grand Rapids, Mich., May 14.—[Special.]}— 
The annual meeting ‘of the Michigan Bar 
Association closed here today. Reports pre- 
sented show an increase of 12 per cent in 
membership since last June. There are now 
646 members from ninety-four cities and 
villages. Among the subjects discussed 
were new rules of practice, international ar-:

Arbitration and the Torrens law were ap- 
proved almost unanimously, but no definite 
agreement was reached as to the amend- 
ment of court rules.

Many Candidates for the Vacancies 
Complicate the Situation and There 
May Be a Chance for Rock River 
Conference — South Determined to 
Have a Colored Bishop and May 
Trade with the Weat — Pathetic 
Scene When Bishops Are Ketired. 

Cleveland, O., May 14.—(Special.]—The ac- 
tion of the conference in retiring Bishops 
Bowman and Foster has resulted in bring- 
ing several more Richmonds ihto the field. 
The most unbroken front is presented by 
the South. The colored members have not 
given up hope of electing Prof. J. H. Bowen 
of Griffin, Ga., who is their choice for the 
position, and in their effort they will be 
supported by many of the white delegates. 
The South is almost solid for him, but in 
the evént that it can be seen that he can- 
not be elected, the stréngth of the South 
will probably be thrown to Dr. J. C. Hartzel 
of the Freeman’s Aid Society. From the 
South the name of Dr. George E. Ackerman 
of the Alabama conference is also men- 
tioned. 

The action of Dr. Walsh of Kentucky in 
moving to make the number of Bishops four 
in the event that one should be a colored 
Bishop and which resulted in a reduction of 
the number to be elected to two was de- 


nounced yesterday by the Southern men asa 


big blunder. It was generally conceded that 
had the number remained at three as re- 
ported one of the three would have been a 
colored man, as the disposition from all parts 
of the country was to elect a colored man, 
but since the number is limited, by many it 
is regarded as the death knell to the move- 
ment for a colored man. 

The East is divided between four candi- 
dates, or at least four who are prominently 
mentioned.. These are Dr. James R. Day 
of New York conference, Chancellor of 
Syracuse University, Dr. A. J. Palmer of 
New York, Chaplain C. C. McCabe of the 
Mission Board of New York, and Dr. J. W. 
Hamilton of New England conference. It 
is the general impression among the dele- 
gates that Chaplain McCabe will receive 
an enormous complimentary vote. The 
hope of the South is that the East will di- 
vide between these candidates: From Phil- 
adelphia Dr. T. B. Neely will be voted for, 
and will stand as candidate. He has many 
friends, and will hold many votes to him 
throughout the entire voting. 

The West Wants Dr. Earl Cranston. 

The candidate of the West in general is 
Dr. Earl Cranston of Colorado Conference. 
Dr. Day has many admirers in the West 
who said they would vote for him for the sec- 
ond Bishop. 

There is a feeling of dissatisfaction over 
the campaign that is being waged and the 
wire-pulling that is being indulged in by 
fome of the candidates. This feeling of dis- 
Satisfaction resulted today in the bringing 
out of the name of Dr. Henry A. Buttz, 
President of Drew Theological Seminary. 


He has not been discussed in the race and. 


the proposal of his name was received with 
most favorable’ comment. The friends of 
many of the other candidates were greatly 
worried over the movement and the delega- 
tion from Chicago at once groomed Dr. H. 
G. Jackson of that city as a possible dark 
horse, to be brought out in case of a dead- 
lock. In the meantime the friends of Dr. 
C. W. Smith of Pittsburg are pushing his 
candidacy. 

With the East divided between four and 
the West practically a unit, the South united 
on one and a free lance on the second, the 
fear of the friends of the other candidates 
today was that these two sections would 
form a combination and carry the day with 
— and Cranston or Hartzell and Crans- 
on. 

The name of Dr. J. W. Bashford, President 
of the Ohio Wesleyan University, was fre- 
quently heard today as a candidate. 

The Day’s Proceedings. 

Bishop Mallalieu presided today. Dr. 
Buckley presented the report of the Com- 
mittee on Episcopacy. He reported that 
after the most careful consideration the 
committee had come to the conclusion that 
Thomas Bowman and Randolph 8. Foster 
were unable longer to endure the protracted 
strain, continuous responsiblity, and almost 
incessant travel imposed by the Episcopal 
office. They therefore respectfully recom- 
mended that they be retired as non-effective; 
that they be at liberty to select their own 
place of residence; and that the book com- 
mittee be urged to make the most generous 
appropriation for their support. 

Bishop Foster rose and announced that he 
would retire from the hall while the subject 
was being discussed in order to leave the del- 
egates free from all feeling of embarrass- 
ment. ‘‘ A Bishop,’ said he, ‘‘is no better 
than any other man. You must be left free 
to act, with nothing in view but your own re- 
sponsibility.” 

Bishop Bowman also retired from the hall. 
tie was offered an opportunity to address 
the conference, but declined. “I have 
learned today for the first time that Il am 
non-effective,”” was his only remark, as he 


arose to go. 
Pathetic Scene in the Conference. 


This scene was pathetic in the extreme 
and the Rev. George H. Bridgman of Min- 


| nesota moved as a substitute for the re- 


port, ‘‘ that they be relieved hereafter from 
full service and that the Board of Bishops 
be directed to assign to these honored serv- 
ants such work as, in the judgment of the 
board, they are able to perform.”’ 

A spirited debate followed and it terminat- 
ed in the defeat of the substitute and the ac- 
ceptance of that part of the report of the 
Committee on Episcopacy which recom- 


»mended that Bishops Bowman and Foster 


be retired. This question disposed of, Dr. 
Buckley again took the floor to continue 
his report. He said: ~ 

‘‘“We believe the time has come when 
the church may safely and wisely choose a 
Bishop from amongst our 1,700 ministers 
of African descent.”” He then pointed out 
that the adoption of the report would not 

‘necessarily involve the election of a Bishop 
of African descent. It would simply stand 
as an expression of opinion. 

The report was adopted and the conference 
decided to elect two new Bishops tomorrow 
morning. 

The contingent fund of the Missionary So- 
ciety was increased from $25,000 to $50,000. 
It was decided to organize a mission con- 
ference at Hinghua, China.

YAGARIES OF THE STREET SPRINKLERS 


Residents Out Jackson Boulevard Talk 
of a Relief Expedition to Ge 
After the Missing Carts. 

Chicago street sprinklers are more variable 
than an April wind. They are liable to go 
one way if they do not go another. Some- 
times they move down the street with the 
solemnity of a funeral procession, and aga’: 
they go streaking down gn avenue like a 
sod house in a Kansas eyclone. 

When they pass an unsuspecting citizen 
perhaps he will never know there is a street 
sprinkler within three blocks, or he may 


throw out his hands and yell for a life pre- 
server. 


Some days the gentle sprinkler will roam 
up and down its allotted territory with the 
most lamblike patience all day long, and the 
next morning shy viciously before it has 
half finished its journey and, whirling 
around, gailop down the street like a dog 
with a sardine can tied to its tail. 

Out Jackson boulevard way there is a 
region drier than a bleached sponge in the 
Sahara. lt begins at Halsted street and runs 
west. There are several acres of real estate 
in the air of that neighborhood all the time. 
the Inan who drives the yellow chariot with 
‘* West Side Park” emblazoned all over it 
in gold letters got lost out by Douglas Park. 

Since then the dust has grown deeper and 
deeper on the streets and along the walks, 
and é merchants go around with ice in 
their mouths and talk of tying sponges 
under their noses and going on an, expedi- 
tion through the dtist to the relief of the 
long-absent water wagon. 

Each morning the first thing they do is 
to peer down the street through the floating 
particles of dust in the hope of seeing in the 
far distance the gleaminng sides of the lost 
sprinkler, and the last thing they do as the 
shadows climb slowly down through the dirt 
clouds is to listen mournfully for the cool- 
ing swish of the water and the bumping of 
the big wheels of the sprinkler over the 
crossings. 

The prolonged absence of the man who 
drives the missing cart on Jackson boulevard 
is probably because there is not as much 
bicycle riding in the region near Halsted 
street as there is in the neighborhood of the 
parks farther west. For the sprinkler men 
are enthusiastic wheelmen. They love to 
wheel their pretty carts up and down the 
blecks where the scorcher scorches and the 
bloomer girl blooms. 

_ After the sprinkling wagon has taken two 
or three turns up and down the avenue there 
is a nice, deep mud formed which sticks to 
the rear wheel of the bicycle, which hurls 
it- high in the air and it comes down on the, 
rider’s back. This makes the bicyclers an- 
gry, but the sprinkler man smiles and he 
pulls out the Fand highG stop in his machine 
and lets more moisture fall upon the earth. 

In down-town districts the sprinkler men 
ldve to put big brindle spots on new tan 
Shoes and take the shine out of patent 
leathers. And when it gets up alongside of 
a pair of immaculate white duck trousers 
the sprinkling wagon gives a gulp of joy. 
It softly shies around until the duck trousers 
are under the lee gunwale. Then the sprink- 
ler man opens the port holes of the water- 
craft on that side and turns loose a broadside 
that spoils the fit and pristine purity of the 
white ducks. 

But if the man who drives the water arks 
would only navigate regions assigned to 
— his other little vagaries would all be for- 
given.

OTHER VICTORIES FOR THE X RAYS. 


Guinea Pig Inoculated with Diphthe- 
ria Is Completely Cured. 

Columbia, Mo., May 14.—[Special.}]—The 
experiments that have been going on in the 
electrical laboratory in testing the effect of 
th Roentgen rays upon diphtheria bacilli 
all confirm the theory that the germs may 
be destryed by the rays. The last experi- 
ment was made with a live guinea njg, prob- 
ably the first experiment of the kind upon a 
living animal ¢ver made in this country. It 
was successful. 

Dr. William Sprader, dean of tHe electrical 
department, and Drs. R. E. Graham and J. 
R. Hickman of the department of bacteri- 
ology of the Missouri State University, have 
been making thése exhaustive experiments 
and today give out the following official an- 
nouncement: 

“For these experiments the germs were 
grown in a bouillon culture two days old. 
The culture was placed in a rubber box and 
subjected to the rays for a period varying 
from two to three hours. Three blood 
serum tubes were inoculated from the box 
after having been exposed and were placed 
in an incubator, remaining there for five 
days. Upon examination two of the tubes 
showed no growth and the other showed a 
growth which was barely perceptible. A 
microscopic examination of this tube con- 
taining the growth and diphtheria was 
made. New tubes of blood serum and bouil- 
lon were inoculated from this tube, and so 
far there has been no growth whatever. 

“The most striking and conclusive expe- 
riment was performed on last Monday night. 
Two guinea pigs, weighing respectively 210 
and 185 grammes, were inoculated with a 
solid growth of diphtheria suspended in ster- 
ilized distilled water. The pig weighing 185 
grammes was exposed to the Roentgen rays 


for four hours in a wooden box three inches 


wide, four and one-half inches long, and two 
and one-fourth inches deep, with a sheet of 
rubber in place of the top. After seventy- 
two hours this pig shows no signs of distress 
and ts just as lively as he was before the 
injection. The pig weighing 210 gramm 
which was not cxenand to the rays, di 
withing twenty-eight hours after the injec- 
tion, and the post-mortem showed his death 
was due to the injection of diphtheria. Fur- 
ther investigations are being made on this 
Otolede.

tencing Melanie Bonnefoi. 

Melanie Bonnefoi, alias Melanie Theo, 
No. 112 Custom-House place, was yesterday 
sentenced by Judge Grosscup to the peni- 
tentiary for six months and fined $500 for 
bringing two girls, Eva Fray and Marie 
Coupe, to this city from Paris.

The best way to advertise 
such a law is to exemplify it. An exempli- 
fication spreads; it is contagious, and every- 
body hears of it.

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CYCLE THIEVES AT WORK. 


‘EVIDENCE OF AN ORGANIZED PLAN 


OF EXCHANGE DISCOVERED. 


Chicago, Cincinnati, St. Louis, and In- 
dianapolis Crooks in the Deal— 
Many Entries for the Road Race 
Thrown Out for Non-Payment of 
Club Dues—Jackson Park Speeding 
Track to Be Graveled—North Side 
Schedule Is Ready. 


Evidences of an organized exchange of 
stolen wheels among the cities of Chicago, 
Cincinnati, St. Louis, dnd Indianapolis have 
been discovered. Stolen wheels recovered 
in the cities named indicate that the thieves 
have systematically shipped the stolen prop- 
erty from one city to be disposed of in an- 
other. 

Information was received yesterday of the 
finding in Indianapolis of a bicycle stolen 
from the Old Colony Building Saturday. 
Another, which was taken from Jackson 
Park Saturday morning, has- been heard 
from in St. Louis. Through detectives 
wheels have been found in Chicago withina 
few days whose owners are residents of St. 
louis, Indianapolis, and Cincinnati, and it 
is believed that the cycle thieves have re- 
cently adopted the plan of shipping their 
plunder from one city to confederates in an- 
other. 

Bicycle Thieves Active. 

For about ten days an epidemic of bicycle 
stealing has raged in Chicago.’ Since Sat- 
urday night sixty-three bicycles have been 
reported stolen. The phase of wheel steal- 
ing through which Chicago is now passing 
is directed against the bicycles left unlocked 
and unguarded at the doors of stores and 
office buildings. An absence of a moment 
is likely to result in the loss of the wheel. 
In spite of the number of wheels stolen and 
the warnings of the police, the practice of 
leaving them unlocked and unguarded pre- 
vails to a considerable extent. 

The manner in which Fraley, the winner 
of the hour amateur heat on Wednesday 
night, has come to the front is a surprise to 
his fellow-members -of the South Side club. 
They were prepared for his making a good 
race by his riding on Tuesday night, but 


‘did not expect him to be a winner, with a 


twenty-one-mile ré@cord. 

The number of entries for the Decoration 
day race finally accepted by the Entry com- 
mittee is 410. Thirteen entries were re- 
turned as being received too late. The re- 
mainder were found to be disqualified on 
account of suspension from their clubs, or 
other reasons. The deduction of this large 
number from the original 651 leaves the 
final list larger than on any previous year. 

Harry Clark of Denver, the holder of the 
unpaced mile record of 2:05 1-5, who Was in 
Chicago yesterday, left for Louisville to 
join a racing team. 

The South Park Comniissioners have be- 
gun the work of graveling the north track 
at the Jackson Park gymnasium. The Com- 
missioners intend to make the track equal to 
every requirement for speeding. 

Club Schedule Arranged. 


The committee appointed by the Associ- 
ated Cycling Clubs to take charge of club 
races on thegNorth Side and to arrange a 
schedule of runs has, after considerable dif- 
ficulty, arranged dates which will not con- 
flict with each other. The Lincoln Park 
“Commissioners have given their consent on 
the distinct understanding that the club 
giving the races shall furnish a sufficient 
number of marshals and shall leave open 
the driveways for bicycles and carriages. 

Rules for the government of the races have 
been formulated by the committee, of which 
Rule 5 provides that any club infringing the 
rules shall be deprived of its date for a race. 

An agitation by the National Cycle Board 
of Trade has been begun for the laying out 


of separate tracks for bicycles in the streets 


and along the boulevards of cities. The cir- 
cular issued by the Board of Trade calls at- 
tention to the fact that many cyclists. have 
been injured by horses and carriages, in 
particular tn the large cities, and urges the 
necessity of bicycle as well as of equestrian 
paths. 
Has No Objections. 

Supt. Stoll of the city delivery of the Post- 
office denies that he has interposed any ob- 
jections to postal employés participating in 
the Memorial day road race. 

‘There will be an inspection of carriers on 
that morning as usual,” said the Superin- 
tendent. ‘‘ No carrier has yet asked per- 
mission to be absent to participate in the 
road race, nor has any order against the 
force been entered. As to the parade on 
Memorial day no order has yet been issued 
by the Postmaster.”’ 

President John H: Harrington of the bi- 
cycle club says that of the six men from the 
club entered for the race five are clerks who 
are neither inspected nor expected to parade 
and who can do as they please on that day. 
As to the carrier entered he has not yet made 
a request for his absence. 


CROWDS SEE THE CYCLE RACES. 
Close Finishes in All the Events Sus- 
tain Interest of the Spectators. 
Whether from the effect of a reduction of 
admission or from the good racing of the 
night before Tattersall’s presented the sight 
of fully 6,000 people at last night's races.

The mistake was in substi- 
tuting ‘* fifty for ‘‘five’’ ina may e received 
by the plaintiff, who is a Board of Trade operator, 
instructing him to purchase wheat. The message 
sent was not repeated. ‘he Appeilate Court holds 
that the plaintiff should inform himself of the con- 
ditions upon which the message was sent, and that 
as he did not present any claim in writing within 
sixty days, as provided in the defendant's rules, 
he is alsu ba:rred from recovery. 

The suit of Daniel C. Boley against the Lake 
Street ‘‘L’’ Railroad Company, which was orig- 
inally begun in a justice court for the amount of 
an unpaid interest coupon, in which the lower 
courts found for the defendant, was decided again 
in favor of the company. 

The Appellate Court affirmed the judgment of the 
Circuit Court for $2,000 against the Independent 
Order of Mutual Aid in favor of Paul Stahl, the 

vardian of Julius and Ernst Grundman, and also 
eld that a building association must bear the 
ecnsequences of a fraud committed by its Secre- 
tary, as between two innocent parties involved in 
a purchase of stock.

WEST LAKE STREET BUSINESS-MEN 
MEET TO AGITATE. 


Factional Differences Develop During 
the Session, and the Final Accomp- 
lishment Isa Committee te See What 
the West Chicago Street Railway 
Company Will Do — Cement Side- 
walks Receive Slight Attention— 
Ex-Ald. Swigert Heads a Minority. 


Two warring factions in the ranks of the 
West Lake street business-men came near 
breaking upa meeting held to discuss electric 
light and stone sidewalks at No. 792 West 
Lake street last night.

The meeting was called by the two Alder- 
men of the ward to discuss increasing the 
electric lights along West Lake street, and 
also to decide whether the ordinance re- 
quiring cement sidewalks in that street 
should be staid. 


About sixty property-owners along West 
Lake street attended. So did ex-Ald. Swi- 
gart, who, as he thought, did not get a fair 
hearing. So, after the meeting had ad-

He said the present electric light poles could 
be shortened five feet to bring them below 
the elevated structure and nine additionai 
lights placed along the streets for $1,255.

RETURNING TO THE ATTACK OF THE 
UNION MEN. 

The ex-Union soldier who writes for the 
Chronicle is still laboring to prove that the 
financial policy of the Republicans and the 
war Democrats greatly protracted the wer, 
thus making it more bloody and more ex- 
pensive. 

He has added a new count to his indict- 
ment against the Union party of the war 
period—viz.: That one of the first acts of 
the Republicans after they came into power 
in 1861 was “ to substitute a protective for 
a revenue tariff.”” This is described by the 
savage term of a “ perfidious act,”’ and he 
says that “ the tariff of 1857 was satis(ac- 
tory tothe people,” .and that “ but for the re- 
bellion it would have produced pienty of 
revenue.” 

That tariff went into effect July 1, 1857. 
For the fiscal year ending then the customs 
receipts under the tariff of 1846 were $63.,- 
000,000. For the succeeding fiscal year, 


under the tariff of 1857, they were $41,700,-* 


000, The total revenues of the government 
were only 4644 millions and the expendi- 
tures were 73 millions. So inadequate 
were the customs receipts from the Demo- 
cratic free trade tariff of 1857 that Presi- 
dent Buchanan and Secretary Cobb recom- 
mended that duties be increased, That was 
done by a law signed by Buchanan. ‘hat 
was the first Morrill tariff, which this ex- 
warrior denounces as a “ perfiilious act.” 

The Republicans later on had to enact a 
higher tariff to obtain more sorely needed 
revenue, rather than protection. Much of 
the protection given was offset by the 
heavy internal revenue duties. These and 
the war tariff brought in a revenue five 
times that of the Democratic tariff of 1855, 
and thus enabled the way for saving the 
Union to be enrried on. ¢ | 

The ex-Union soldier also reiterates a 
charge on which he has been harping. He 


) says: ; 


The Republicans alone were irresponsible for re- 
pudiating the promise to give coin bonds for green- 
backs which was contained in the first and secon 
greenback acts. By that repudiation the pay of 
our soldiers in the fleld, which was none too high 
at best, was in effect reduced fully 25 per cent. 
The Copperheads, bad as they were, cannot be ac- 
cused of that wrong. 

Where the “repudiation” is cannot be 
seen, It is not visible at least to sound 
The first greenback acts said 
tl® holder of those notes could exchange 
them for coin bonds when he pleased. 
That provision was repealed, but the gov- 
ernment kept on issuing bonds and offering 
them for sale—5-20 and 10-40 coin bonds, 
Whoever had greenbacks and wanted a 
bond could get one without the slightest 
trouble or difficulty. The holders of the 
greenbacks were defrauded out of nothing. 
It is arrant nonsense to allege that they 
were. 

The issuing of the greenbacks made it 
possible to pay the fighting editor of the 
Chronicle and other soldiers promptly; and 
with those greenbacks he could buy coin 
bonds in 1862, 1863, or 1864 to the extent of 
his means, as tens of thousands of them did. 
None of them ever knew, supposed, or be- 
lieved that he was defrauded in the transac- 
tion. 

This charge of the belligerent staff editor 
is a frivolous and baseless one, like his other 
charges which he has brought against the 
financial management of the war by the 
Republicans ‘and war Democrats. If the 
Union men had failed in the great struggle 
which they carried to a triumphant con- 
‘clusion criticism of their methods would be 
natural, But they succeeded completely, 
and he who criticises under those circum- 
stances lays himself open to suspicion that 
he regrets their success.

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CIVIL SERVICE REFQRM IN CHICAGO; 

At the recent annual meeting of the Na- 
tional Municipal League, held at Baltimore, 
a paper was read by Merritt Starr of this 
city on “ Chicago Since the Adoption of 
Civil Service Reform.” 

After recapitulating what the Civil Ser- 
vice Commission had dene in the way of 
formulating rules, examining nearly 4,000 
applicants for office, etc., he mentioned one 
of the palpable results of the adoption of the 


civil service law—the abolition of police in- , 
terference in elections for partisan pur- 


poses: 

Misconduct of the police on election day has been 
the subject of common complaint for many years 
past. One important municipal election has been 
held in the city since the commission began work— 
that for Aldermen on April 7, 1896. Competent ob- 
servers state that the police did their duty on that 
occasion far more effectually and with much less 
ground for complaint, and caused much less com- 
plaint, in fact, than has occurred at any election 
in this city for ten years past. 

Every citizen who was at the polls last 
month will bear witness to the trutl¢ of this 
statement. At the elections held in the fall 
of 1894 and the spring of 1895 the police 
took an active, aggressive part in behalf of 
Democratic candidates. Last month they 
kept their hands off. . There have been 
heated primary elections since the law went 
into effect, but at none of them did the 
police work for or against any candidate. 
Under the old régime they would have 
played the part of partisans. 

In spite of the manifest good the law has 
accomplished Mr. Starr has his fears. The 
outlook for the future, he says, gives rea- 
sons for anxiety as well as forhope. “The 
enemies of the law have made no secret of 
their intention to secure its repeal,” while 
the friends of municipal reform “ are apt to 
be weary, or to be absorbed in business, or 
to be silenced by the din of a Presidential 


campaign.” 


It is true, as Mr. Starr says, that many > 


politicians may be relied on to cripple the 
efficiency of the law in the execution and to 
repeal itif possible. It is true also that—

backward in this country, in spite of the 


hostility of politicians. The evils of the

men have threatened again and again to 
repeal the national civil service law, and 
heads of departments have often done their 
best to cripple it, the cause of civil service 
reform has made headway steadily. The 
people have not been indifferent after all.:

The voters are not 
saying anything and are paying no atten- 
tion to the grumbling of the spoilemen. 
But when the latter actually make a move, 
if they venture to do so, then the people will 
speak out very plainly, and say “ Hands 
off ” so emphatically that the politicians of 
both parties will heed them. 


WILLIAM DEERING’S NEW GIFT. 

Chicago has been fortunate both in giving 
and receiving aid for colleges. While Dr, 
D. K. Pearsons has been making glad the 
hearts of sundry small and worthy colleges 
in the West and Northwest by putting his 
lever under them and raising them to their 
footing so that they can step off and-go 
alone, Mr. Rockefeller has supplied fresh re- 
sources for the great University of Chicago, 
so closely connected with his name by hun- 
dreds of thousands of dollars contributed 
for various purposes of the institution. 

The latest competitor in the field of 
generosity is William Deering, the manu- 
facturer. Ten years ago he gave the 
Northwestern University $75,000. Two 
years ago he gave $20,000 to the 
woman’s medical department, following 
it up with another gift of $50,000 for the 
endowment of a chair in the same depart- 
ment and the purchase of land for the medi- 
cal pharmacy school. Now he has presented 
to the university $215,000 more, making 
nearly half a million in all. His latest gift 


‘is partly in valuable real estate and partly 


in gilt-edged securities. One portion is to 
be used as an endowment fund and the re- 
mainder will be devoted to the construction 
of a new preparatory school. : 
Chicago has been greatly favored within 
the last decade by similar benefactions, and 
the example they have set has done much 
undoubtedly to inspire rich men every- 
where to make gifts of this character while 
they lived so they may see them properly 
applied. It is becoming almost the cus- 
tom for people of great fortune who desire 
tu bestow part of it on some public institu- 
tion to make the gift before death. The 
great will contests of the last twenty-five 
years, in which it has been demonstrated 
that few wills could be framed that could 
ngt be either broken or so delayed in execu- 
tion as to be practically nullified, has been a 
potent factor in producing this change. 
Another equally great perhaps has been the 
business spirit that has been injected into 
the management of these institutions. 
IIleads of colleges in both the East and 
West have won fame as “ money getters,” 
and undoubtedly their successes have been 
greatly facilitated by the predisposition of 
the rich men thus to dispose of their es- 
Whatever the fundamental cause 
and its accessories, the result is most fortu- 
nate for. the general public, and every new 
gift can be hailed with unalloyed congratu- 
lation to the donor, the beneficiary, and all 
the personal agencies that helped to bring

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ONE MORE DITCH FOR GREATER NEW 
YORK. 

One of the silly acts of certain New York 
newspapers has been to ascribe to jealousy 
criticisms of the Greater New York project 
that have been made by Chicagoans. The 
New York press has treated the matter as 
if the component parts of Greater New. 
York were in perfect harmony, when the 
fact is no criticism has been made anywhere 
that has not emanated in fact or spirit from 
some portion of Greater New York itself. 
The New York Evening Post'‘has been na 
bitter opponent of the scheme from the be- 
ginning, and has called in vain for any one 
argument in its favor that was based on 
practical benefit. The better and greater 
part of Brooklyn has been consistently 
fighting the measure also, and from present 


- indications has not given up all hope of 


ultimately gaining a victory. 

A most significant incident along this line 
occurred on Wednesday, when the Park 
Board refuéed to permit a salute of 100 
guns to be fired from the park terrace in 
honor of the signing of the bill. The dem- 
onstration had been arranged by certain of 
the. interested politicians, @ut the Park 
Commissioners refused to be a party to a 
palpable violation of the wishes of the peo- 
ple... They gave as a reason that “ too great 
a part of the population of Brooklyn saw 
nothing to celebrate in an enforced con- 
solidation with New York.” There should 


be no further misunderstanding of the ‘acts * 


regarding Greater New York. The project, 
which under proper auspices would be wel- 
comed everywhere, is wholly in the hands 
of the worst element of the politicians, and 
gives promise of a more vicious ring rule 
than has ever before obtained in the metro- 
politan district. This is the opinion of the 
better element in New York City and a big 
majority of the people of Brooklyn, and is 
clear to any one who has viewed the situa- 
tion even at long range. Brooklyn in par- 
ticular is a bitter opponent, and it must not 
be forgotten that a charter is yet to be ap- 
proved by a Legislature before Brooklyn 
may be throttled. 


RINAKER V8. DOWNING. 

Soon after the result of the election in the 
Sixteenth Congressional District was 
known Gen. Rinaker notified Mr. Downing, 
who had been given the certificates of elec- 
tion on an alleged plurality of 40 votes, 
that he should contest his seat, and began at 
once taking testimony. He desired, most 
of all, to have a recount of the ballots. 
Downing thereupon promptly filed a bill in 
equity to enjoin the eight County Clerks in 
the district from producing before the 
officer who was taking the testimony in the 
contest the ballots which were in their cus- 
tody. The injunction was granted by a 
Democratic partisan Jhdge. 

Being unable to get ut the ballots, Gen. 
Rinaker collected what evidence he could 
and submitted it to the one of the three 
Committees on Elections to which his case 
was referred. The evidence submitted by 
Rinaker showed that in partsof two counties 
enough mistakes against him had been 
made to wipe out Downing’s slender plu- 
rality and elect him. 

When the committee took up the case 
Downing, who had prevented the recounting 
of the ballots for an entire year, proposed 


that they should be recounted -his object 


being to procrastinate and hold the seat to 
the end of the term. 

The majority of the committee was 
against him on that point and thought 
Rinaker was entitled to the seat on the 
showing made. But it was inexcusably 
slow in making its report, which should 


the minority of the committee, recommend 
ing that the vote be recounted, Sixty-four 


dence submitted by Rinaker, which ¢on- 
vinced the majority of the comniittee he 
was entitled to his seat, Downing will hang 
on during the rest of the term. The case 
will not be reached until two years subse- 
quent to the time when Rinaker gave notice 
he intended to contest. That such is the 
case is due to the fact that Downing has 
been permitted to take advantage of his 
own wrong. The House has not acted 
justly in this case. ~~ 


PLATT ON M’KINLEY. 

“ Boss” Platt of New York repeats his 
attack on McKinley's financial record. 
That which grieves him the most therein 
is that he voted for the bill remonetizing 
silver eighteen years ago. So he did, and 
so did a great majority of the Republican 
Senators.and Representatives. In the whole 
West they were.almost solid for it, 

In voting as he did Gov. McKinley acted 

in accordance with the nearly unanimous 
wishes of his constituents and also of the 
great mass of the Republican voters west of 
the Alleghanies, Nearly cvery Republican 
in the West believed then that the adop- 
tion of a system of limited silver coinage as 
provided in the Allison amendments would 
restore silver to what it was worth per 
ounce in 1873. 
- It is apparent eighteen years later that 
such belief was an error. The fact that the 
depreciation in the value of silver was due to 
overproduction, and not té “ hostile legis- 
lation,” was not perceived at that time. 
Whether Mr. Platt perceived it then is‘not 
known. He does not quote any prognostica- 
tions made by him in 1878 to the efféct that 
the silver legislation of that year would not 
stop the decline in the market value of sil- 
ver bullion. He may haye been wiser then 
than the majority of the party, but if so he 
kept his wisdom to himself. 

Maj. McKinley and many others have 
found out, without Tom Platt’s assistance, 
that they were mistaken in the ideas they 
held as to the effect of silver coinage on 
the ratio value of bullion in 1878, and they 
want no freé coinage at 16 tol, Butif Mr. 
Platt is now to read out of the party Mec- 
Kinley and all who thought as he did in 
1878, there will not be enough of a party left 
to vote in November for whoever may be the 
Republican nominee to carry even one 
county west of the Alleghanies. 

Without the votes of the men who once 
favored the Allison amendments in, 1875 


neither Gov. Morton nor any other Repub- | 


lican could carry a State in the Union out- 
side of New England. Therefore Platt 
ought to be a little less bumptious and re-

HUNTINGTON GETS A SETBACK. 

The United States Senate has paid un- 
usual deference to publie opinion by re- 
ferring the Santa Monica harbor project to 
a commission of engineers for investigation. 
The protest against expending $3,000,000 of 
government money for this harbor on thc 
California coast in the interests of C. P. 
Huntington and Senator Jones of Nevada 
and against the wishes of nearly ail the peo- 
ple of California became so insistent that 
even the far-famed Senatorial courtesy was 
forced to give way. | 

What the outcome will be can be only a 
matter of conjecture, but the delay will be 
valuable to the opponents of the “ grab ” in 
giving them time to concentrate their argu- 
ments against the formidable promoters. 
The spectacle is one that has seldom been 
witnessed in this country. The need of a 
new harbor on the coast is recognized gen- 
erally, and the location only has been in 
dispute. The people of Califorpia were al- 
most unanimous in asking that the improve- 
‘ment be made at San Pedro, and this re- 
quest was indorsed and urged by the Sena- 
tors and the Representative of the district. 
The chief support in California to the Santa 
Monica location came from C, P. Hunting- 
ton in behalf of the Southern Pacific rail- 
road, assisted by Senator Jones, who had 
personal property that would be increased in 
value. Yet these two were able to get the 
big appropriation up to the point of actual 
passage, and missed final success only be- 
cause of the popular clamor that had been 
raised. Now that the rea] merits of the 
plan are understood it is to be hoped the 
Senate will not be called upon to show any 


.more “ courtesy ”’ to Santa Monica, 
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LET HIM ABSCOND. 

It was reported the other day that Sena- 
tor Dubois of Idaho had written a letter in 
which he said: 

In the event that the St. Louis convention adopts 
a gold bug or straddle platform, or nominates a 
gold bug or straddle candidate, I shall bolt the con- 
vention. I believe that I have sufficient personal 
following in Idaho, added to the following which 
I will get from the other parties on the silver 
movement, to defeat the Republican party in 
Idaho. 

He denied promptly having written that 
letter, and then went on to avow sentiments 
not differing materially from those attrib- 
uted to him. 

Senator Dubois ought to understand that 
it is foreordained that the Republican con- 
vention which meets at St. Louis next month 
will not make a financial plank to suit him. 
It will not surrender the gold standard and 
indorse silver monometallism. It will not 
declare in favor of free coinage of 50 cents’ 
worth of bullion into 100-cent dollars. It 
will not promise “to do something for sil- 
ver” further than to keep at a parity with 
gold the half-billion of silver in use now. 
The platform will be unmistakably an hon- 
est money one and the candidate nominated 
on it will be an honest money one. That 
being the case, Senator Dubojs, represent- 
ing a State with a population of a half ratio 
for one Representative, should lose no time 
in making up his mind whether he is or is 
not going to support the platform and candi- 
date of the party which gave him his seat 
in the Senate. If he is not, the sooner he 
bolts and goes over to the crazy Pops or 
free silver Democrats the better for the Re- 
publican party. 


BIG DAMAGES DEMANDED. 

County Commissioner McNichols has 
brought a $200,000 libel suit against Judge 
Payne, who had stated his belief that the 
Commissioner had received some money 
from the friends of the man O’Brien, who 
‘wanted to get a grand jury which would 
clear him for murdering his wife.

An Explanation. 

In an article in the Chronicle headed 
‘Merely in Passing’? Martin J. Russell 
takes as personal to himself a statement in 
Tue TRIBUNE of the 11th inst. to the effect 
that an article in the paper for which he 
works ‘‘ must have been written by an ex- 
rebel or copperhead or the son of one.” 

If Tue TRIBUNB had known at the time or 
even suspected that the article containing 
the paragraph in question had been com- 
posed by Martin J. Russell, Collector of Cus- 
toms of the Port of Chicago under Cleveland 
and a staff writer on the Chronicle, it would 
not have sald that it ‘“‘ must have been writ- 
ten by an ex-rebel or copperhead or the son 
of one.”

Had Tug TRIBUNE known when criticising 
the article that it was penned by Martin J. 
Russellit would have said that the sentiments 
expressed therein were strange and painful 
when coming from an ex-Union soldier. 
THE TRIBUNE would have asked Mr. Russell 
whether, in case he is a member of the Grand 
Army or the Loyal Legion, he believed his 
sneering and insulting assaults on the finan- 
clal management of the war to save the 
Union by the Republicans and War Demo- 
crats would meet with the approval of his 
old comrades.

| CHAMPIONS OF THE CHILD. 


STUDY CONGRESS HOLDS SOME IN- 
TERESTING SESSIONS. 


Reports from Teachers and Special- 
iste—Surroundings of Children at 
Home of Vital Importance—Prof. 
O’Shea Pleads for the Boy with the 
Dunce Cap—Prof. Yoder Talks on 
Guinea Pigs and White Rats—Books 
Little Ones Like to Read. 

Reports of child study work from different 
States were first taken up in yesterday's 
session of the National Society. 
teachers and educators from various States 
had arrived, thuf augmenting materially the 
crowd which attended the first day’s session. 

During the World's Fair congresses it was 
the chief concern how to find out what is In 
the mind of a child; how he reasons, thinks, 
and acts. That work still goes on. 
But more practical questions have been 
brought up: What kind of homes the 
children live in; how they are clothed and 
fed; what the mothers and fathers of the 
children think.

Reports of Educators. 

Men and women, teachers and educators, 
from Michigan, Minnesota, Ohio, Wiscon- 
sin, and Indiana, in their reports yesterday 
morning from their different States in one 
way or another brought out this fact. The 
education of parents as well as school 
boards and legislators is a part only of the 
gigantic task undertaken in serious earnest- 
ness by the teachers of today. 

Up to the present time it would appear 
from facts brought out at the meeting yes- 
terday, the teachers have been laboring 
practically alone. They have gone ahead 
of parents and law makers. Therefore, 
when they call for laws for the betterment 
of children they cannot awake the parents 
out of their lethargy because too many 
of them still nave the old-fashioned idea of 
only two elements—the book and the rod—in 
the education of children. The same apathy 
is found in the legislator. 


“Queer” Boy Finds a Champion. 


Col. Parker presided at the morning ses- 
sion yesterday which was held in Gymna- 
sium Hall of the Cook County Normal. 

Prof. M. V. O'Shea, teacher of psycology 
in the University of Buffalo, spoke of his 
work in that city. He told of how they 
had learned to look in the physical signs for 
mental and emotional conditions in a child. 
The ‘*‘ queer” child is one of Prof. O’Shea’s 
most tender and sympathetic subjects. 
Being especially studied he declared some 
physical defect, often defective eyesight or 
hearing, accounted for what would ordinar- 
ily pass as a dull intellect. Thus the awful 
bugbear, the dull boy, the one who used to 
wear the dunce cap, has under the new 
method found a champion. 

Prof. Charles L. Skinner, State Superin- 
tendent of Public Instruction of Albany, 
spoke on “ Child Study in State Schools.” 
He said: 

‘* More and more education for citizenship 
stands out as the aim of the State for every 
child within its borders. The State has the 
absolute right to protect itself from the 
evils of children growing up in ignorance, as 
it has to protect itself from yellow-fever, 
smallpox, or any epidemic.” 

Interesting Comparative Charts. 


Prof. C. H. Thurber, dean of the Prepara- 
tory School of Morgan Park, in his remarks 
said: 

‘** Anybody who goes into child study with 
hope and faith will get good results, For 
there is nothing more responsive on earth 
than the mind of a child."’ 

The speaker introduced an _ interesting 
comparative chart showing the decrease in 
a boy’s desire to be a soldier from the age 
of 7 to 14, and other characteristics. One 
chart showed how the love for money in- 
creases as age advances. Prof. Skinner 
said he hoped to see the day when the school 
and the home will be reciprocal in every re- 
spect; when the school-room will be in every 
respect as pleasant as the pleasantest home. 

Prof. H. R. Pattengill, Superintendent 
of the public schools of Lansing, told of 
what had been done in the way of mothers’ 
meetings, and the discussion of food and 
clothing of children under his control. 

Prof. Louis H. Galbreath of the State 
Normal School of Minnesota, said he thought 
the word “charity "’ expressed the senti- 
ments of the work of child study in Minne- 
sota.

TO INVESTIGATE SOUTH TOWN OFFICE. 


resident Healy Will Net Sanction the 
$50,000 Appropriation Asked For 
Without Such an Inquiry. 


DNS to SO MAID m cone 
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The South Town Board has still a chance 
of winning its fight for $50,000 of the tax- 
payers’ money in addition to the legal al- 
lowance of 2 per cent of the taxes collected. 
The taxpayers who opposed the appropria- 
tion of extra money have withdrawn their 
opposition and addressed a letter to Presi- 
dent Healy of the County Board as follows: 

‘*We beg to advise you that we were 
present at the annual town meeting of the 
South Town, and being at the time unable 
to obtain sufficient reliable data with refer- 
ence to the finances of the South Town we 
deemed it unwise to favor recommending 
to your honorable board an amount to be 
levied for expenses for the current year. 
Consequently the meeting adjourned with- 
out recommendation in this behalf. 

‘‘We have, however, since been placed in 
possession of the exact situation and are 
now of the opinion that without a proper 
appropriation the several town offices will 
be embarrassed in the performance of their 
several functions. 

“There was on hand at the beginning of 
the present year about $8,000. Assuming 
that the 2 per cent to be earned by the col- 
lector will amount to about. $60,000 there 
would still be a deficiency to be provided 
by the levying of a tax of something over 
$30,000. As it is impossible to estimate 
detinitely in advance we hereby recommend 
that a tax be levied for such an amount as 
your good judgment and that of your board 
may deem necessary, not exceeding $50,000. 

* Strict economy on the part of the several 
officers of the South Town would, in our 
judgment, enable them to perform their 
several functions at an expense of not more 
than $75,000, in which event the surplus 
might be carried over of $25,000 or more, pro- 
vided the levy of $50,000 be fixed upon.” 

President Healy is in favor of a close in- 
vestigation of the affairs of the South Town 
before taking action as to the appropriation. 
He wants sevcral things explained. If he 
persists In his course he may be able to 
throw some light on the charges of pay-roll 
frauds and other scandals in connection with 
the business of the office last year. 

President Healy said yesterday afternoon: 

“The fact that a couple of rich men come 
forward with a change of heart and decide 
the South Town officers require additional 
funds to carry them through with their 
work will have no particular effect upon 
the action of the County Board in deciding 
whether the extension on the books of the 
South Town against the taxpayers will be 
made. The County Board propoges to pro- 
tect the taxpayers in this matter, not one or 
two or a dozen weaver ers. but all the tax- 

yers in the South Town. A most careful 
nvestigation concerning what was done last 
year with the $60,000 which represents the 
earnings of the office will be made."’

SCOTT JACKSON TO HANG. 


JURY FINDS HIM GUILTY OF THE 
MURDER OF PEARL BRYAN, 


He Still Maintains His Innocence and 
Claims He Proved an Alibi—Wal- 
ling Talks with A. 8. Bryan and 
Says the Verdict Is Right and That 
Jackson Deserves His Punishment 
—Review of the Story of the Crime— 
Walling’s Turn Next. 

Newport, Ky., May 14.—[(Special.]—Scott 
Jackson has been found guilty of the mur- 
der of Pearl Bryan and sentenced to death. 

In a long interview Jackson admits his 
surprise over the verdict, and claims that ho 
had proved an alibi. He still maintains his 
innocence, and says that Walling killed 
Pearl Bryan. The prisoner is greatly de- 
pressed over the verdict, and in his inter- 
view could not suppress his despondent feel- 
ing. 

Walling has also been Interviewed, and ex- 
presses his satisfaction with the verdict. 
He maintains that Scott Jackson killed the 
girl, and in his interview repeatedly stated 
that Jackson deserves hanging. 

Deputies were placed throughout the 
court-room with instructions to bring before 
the court any person making demonstration 
of approval or disapproval. Consequently 
the verdict was heard with silence, but im- 
mediately upon the adjournment of court the 
spectators rushed to the jurors and shook 
their hands heartily. They also shook each 
other by the hand, showing a hearty approv- 
al of the verdict of the jury. 

Jackson himself received the notice of his 
doom with no menifestation of emotion, ex- 
cept ashen paleness of theface. Noneof his 
relatives was present. The aged father of 
Pearl Bryan and her brother, Fred Bryan, 
were present when the verdict was rendered. 

The usual motion for a new trial was made, 
and then Jackson was taken away to jail. 

Walling Says the Verdict Is Right, 

A. 8. Bryan, father of the murdered girl, 
visited the jail on Thursday morning and 
had an interview with Walling. 

“We didn’t talk long,’ said Mr. Bryan, 
after the interview. ‘‘ Of course he declared 
to me his innocence, but I remembered that 
if it had not been for him Pearl would have 
returned home that afternoon that she and 
Walling were seen in the depot together. 
Walling told me that he thought Jackson 
was guilty and ought to hang.”’ 

It was the first time Mr. Bryan had ever 
seen Walling, who was perfectly cool and 
unconcerned. Col. Crawford says he will 
fight the cas@to the bitter end. He says the 
verdict. is unjust, and he had many 
grounds for a new trial. The Bryan faiily 
—the father and two sons—were delighted 
with the verdict. They think it is right and 
just. A plan had been arranged to take both 
Jackson and Walling to the State peniten- 
tiary at once should any other verdict than 
that of first degree been returned. In such 
an event the Sheriff expected a mob. Under 
the law Judge Helm has to pronounce sen- 
tence within three days. As yet he has not 
fixed the day. 


Story of the Crime. 


About 8 o'clock on Saturday morning, 
Feb. 1, John Hewling, a farmer’s boy, while 
crossing John Lock’s farm near Fort Thom- 
as discovered the headless corpse of a young 
woman in the thickets. The soil about was 
stained with blood and remnants of a dress 
and a glove in the brushes testiffed to a 
struggle. 

The authorities at Cincinnati were notified 
and an investigation showed that the ampu- 
tation of the head had been performed by 
somebody who had some knowledge of sur- 
gery. The head could not be found, The 
shoes bore the mark of a Greencastle firm. 

For days the body could not be identified, 
but was finally discovered to be that of Pear! 
Bryan, daughter of A. 8. Bryan of Green- 
castie, Ind., whose family supposed her to 
be visiting at Indtanapolis. 

Shortly after the discovery of the identity

was ascertained Scott Jackson, a dental 
student at Cincinnati, and Will Wood were 
arrested on suspicion. Upon his arrest Jack- 
son made admissions which implicated his 
roommate, Alonzo Walling, who will be tried 
later. . 

The police then found Dave Wallingford, 
who said Scott Jackson, Alonzo Walling, 
and a girl answering to Pearl Bryan’s de- 
scription were in his saloon about dusk on 
the Friday night ofthe murder. Allen John- 
son, his colored porter, corroborated this 

Four weeks after the murder orge H. 
Jackson, a colored coachman on Walnut 
Hills, was found by the detectives and said 
that he drove the two students and Pear! 
Bryan to the place where the body was 
found. 

The trial took place at Newport, Ky., the 
prosecution being conducted by Col. A. W. 
Nelson, Commonwealth’s Attorney A. R. 
Lockhart, County Attorney Rumsey, Wash- 
ington, and Attorney Hayes of Greencastle, 
the latter being employed by the father of 
the murdered girl. Col. L. J. Crawford con- 
ducted the defense.

All Republicans and many Democrats 
condemn Downing for resorting to an in- 
junction to prevent the counting of the bal- 
lots and then, when his meager majority on 
the face of the returns is wiped out by com- 
petent secondary evidence and a majority 
report of the committee against him, he 
asks Congress to do the very thing he asked 
the Illinois courts to’restrain and enjoin. 
He begs Congress to let him enjoy an office to 
which’ he was nevér elected a little longer. 
This action of Congress will aid Gen. Rinaker 
in the coming fight, and should Downing be 
the Democratic nominee it would give 1,v00 
more’ votes to Gen. Rinaker this fall.”’ 

Will Elect Rimaker Easily.

They will 
go there prepared for war. Many promi- 
nent Democrats in this county declare ifa 
silver platform is adopted they will not vote 
the ticket.

Penitentiary Commissioner Heenan and 
Canal Commissioner Welch received a sound 
dressing down from the Controller for their 
actions as members of the County Central 
committee in calling the county convention 
at such an early date. The candidates for 
county offices are becoming fearful of the 
outcome of the fight on the money question, 
and some of them have stated that if the 
fight continues much longer they would not 
accept a place on the county ticket. 


CHANGE CONGRESSMEN TOO OFTEN. 
Illinois’ Weakness in the Nation’s 
Councils Due to Frequent Changes. 
Washington, D. C., May 14.—[Special.]—It 
is being noticed as an encouraging fact that 
all of the Illinois delegation with the excep- 
tion of Aldrich and Woodman have been 
renominated. For nearly a generation Illi- 
nois has suffered from frequent changes in 
its delegation, and while other States natur- 
ally inferior in wealth and population have 
gone on acquiring influence in Congress, Illi- 

nois has been obliged to take a back seat. 

Before the Democrats carried Illinois the 
Republicans got into’the habit of turning 
down their own men frequently and as a 
natural result important committee assign- 
ments were not given to the new men, and in 
It is tra- 
dition in Congress that Chicago has been 
particularly unfortunate in this regard. 

The Republicans have shifted their can- 
didates so often that today the great met- 
ropolis of the West has only a single com- 
mittee Chairman in the person of Mr. Al- 
drich, and his assignment to the Committee 
on Accounts put him at the head of a body 
which is concerned with merely rountine 
matters. Now he retires from the House 
with the conclusion of the Fifty-fourth Con- 
gress and Chicago will be left with no one 
who has more than one term of experience 
in the House. 

The State depends now for its influence on 
three or four men, including Hitt, Cannon, 
and Hopkins, whose legislative experience 
is such that they must of necessity be taken 
into consideration whenever any important 
measure is brought before the body. 


COLORADO REPUBLICAN CONVENTION 
Bimetallism and Protection the 
Things Most Earnestly Sought For. 

Pueblo, Colo., May 14.—Colorado Repub- 
licans in their State convention have de- 
clared for bimetallism and protection, with 
free silver the paramount issue. 

Senator Teller is chosen to head the dele- 
gation to St. Louis. There are no instruc- 
tions, but other delegates are expected to 
follow his directions. 

It was not until 9:45 p. m. that the Com- 
mittee on Credentials made its report, and 
then many of the delegates wanted to ad- 
journ, but it was voted to continue in ses- 
sion, and the convention settled down toa 
long and weary wait for the report of the 
Platform committee. 

It was nearly midnight when the platform 
was reported. The money plank reads: 

‘‘ We therefore declare that the free coin- 
age of silver and gold at a ratio of 16 tol 
is for the time now being of paramount and 
controlling importance, and the most press- 
ing question connected with our political 
duty and action. The doctrine of bimetal- 
lism has never been denied by any National 
Republican convention, but often asserted, 
and they who now deny it are false to the 
party, and not we who still mainfain it.” 


WASHINGTON JOINS THE PROCESSION 


Republicans Instruct for McKinley 
and Sound Money. 

Everett, Wash., May 14.—At the State Re- 
publican convention the following were nom- 
inated unanimously as delegates: George H. 
Emerson of Hoquiam, I. W. Garner of Cow- 
litz, Andrew F.. Buleigh of King, P. C. Sulli- 
van of Pierce, Albert Goldman of Walla 
Walla, James M. Gilbert of Yakime, Harry

Congressman Woodman Speaks 
Frankly of His Claims. 

Congressman Woodman of the Fourth Dis- 
trict, who has been so busy in Washington 
attending to the public’s interests he did not 
return to the city to jook after his political 
fences until yesterday, talked frankly last 
night in answer to questions regarding his 
claims to a renomination and his chances of 
getting one. 

‘It is hard to tell what the result of the 
convention will be,”’ he said. ‘‘ There are 
several factions in the Twelfth Ward and 
several combinations for the selection of del- 
egates to the national convention. On the 
outcome of those deals may turn the nom- 
ination of a candidate for Congress. Of one 
thing I am sure, and that is the heart of the 
Twelfth Ward is with mein this fight. 

“It is no more than right it stould be, 
for the ward is under great obligations to 
me. When the Garfield Park race track was 
in full blast and several of the State courts 
had decided that the law of 188), giving spe- 
cial privileges for pool-selling where races 
are held within inclosures was legal, I was 
requested to issue State warrants for the 
arrest of the proprietors of the track and the 
pool-sellers. I issued the warrants under 
the gambling law of 1887, and after examin- 
ing the law of 1889 carefully I came to the 
conclusion it was unconstfutional and fined 
the prisoners, of whom there were nearly a 
hundred. I held that you cannot legalize a 
crime by building a fence around it. Judge 
Tuley sustained me and so did the Appellate 
and Supreme Courts. Today, on account of 
my decision, there isn’t a race track in IIli- 
nois where betting on races is allowed.”’ 

“What have you been doing in Congress 
for your constituents and for your country?’ 

*“ When I went into Congress I made up 
my mind to do everything I could for Chi- 
cago and to uphold the dignity of the Amer- 
ican flag. My first act was to introduce res- 
olutions for the release of ex-Consul Waller 
from a French prison, and he was eventually 
released. I next introduced resolutions to 
grant belligerent rights toCuba. They were 
finally passed by large majorities. Then I 
introduced a bill appropriating $100,00),000 
for fortifications, on which we got $11,000,000 
—enough to carry the work through the year. 
I introduced a _ bill for $33,000,000 appropria- 
tion for naval expenditures, and when the 
Senate knocked out two ships I aided in de- 
feating their concurrent resolution in the 
House. I introduced the bill knocking out 
the spy system in the postal service, which 
became a law the other day: the bill now be- 
fore the Committee on Civil Service, making 
it an offense punishable with fine and im- 
prisonment to dismiss a government em- 
ployé for political reasons; the bill requiring 
the employment of a larger number of ex- 
perienced mates and seamen on the lake 
vessels, and the bill increasing the tax on 
cigarets from 50 cents a thousand to Siwa 
thousand. Chairman Dingley of the Ways 
and Means committee and other members 
are in favor of the bill. 

“I have been in Washington all winter at- 
tending to business and think I am entitled 
to the recognition of a renomination, which 
has been accorded to all my colleagues from 
Chicago.”’ :

Thirteen thou- 
sand six hundred seats are provided for, but 
owing to its architectural construction and 
the steep pitch of the balconies a good view 
of the speakers’ stand is had from all parts 
of the structure, thus correcting the only de- 
fect of the Minneapolis convention hall. 

Sergeant-at-Arms T. E. Byrnes made a 
thorough and critical examination of the 
building today; every pillar, brace, and 
fastening was looked over, the entrances 
and exits measured, and everything was 
found to be entirely satisfactory.

—As the platform stands it is excellent and 
I do not see how any friend of honest money 
could object toit. Ifany addition were made 
I should suggest a clause looking to the re- 
tirement of all paper currency of less than 
five-dollar denomination. That would put 
silver into circulation without involving the 
country in any financial fallacies. But even 
as they stand the platferms adoysftted by Mis- 
souri and Indiana conventions are sufficient- 
ly explicit and sound enough to satisfy most 
people. The St. Louis convention could 
hardly do better than embody this plank in 
the national platform ir the interests of 
business confidence for.the next four years. 


Recognizes a Good Thing. 


George F% Stone, Secretary Chicago Board 
of Trade—The plank is a capital one and 
should be adopted. So long as honest men 
are willing to pay their honest debts in hon- 
est money there should be no equivocation 
or dodging such an important issue. The 
expression of a national convention, pre- 
sumably the convention which will have 
the nomination of the highest power in the 
country for the next four years, will be ac- 
cepted as the sentiment of the large major- 
ity of the people themselves. Such an ex- 
pression but emphasizes the fact that the 
people of the United States recognize that 
value knows its own laws and follows them 
in spite of decrees and penalties. 

President John J. Mitchell of the Illinois 
Trust and Savings Bank—I would have the 
platform a great deal stronger than the Mis- 
souri one. I would have it come right out 
for a gold standard. That means, of course, 
that silver can be used, but on a gold basis. 
What is the use of talking about “ honest 
money” and all that paraphernalia? Some 
people think silver is honest money and 
somé think that.gold is. I would hit that 
nail right on the head and come out for 
a gold standard. Subterfuges and equivoca- 
tions are uncalled for. 

Plank Is All Right. 

Assistant Cashier B. M. Chattell of the 
Illinois Trust and Savings Bank—The plank 
is about right, but I take exception to the 
sehtence: *‘ We are opposed to any scheme 
that threatens to debase and depreciate our 
currency.” The things to degrade or de- 
preciate our currency do not have to come; 
they have happened already, and it would 
not be necessary to adopt such a platform 
if that had not already occurred. It is the 
only weak sentence in the platform, which 
otherwise is all right. 

Judge William H. Moore—The Missouri 
platform is correct. Business would be bet- 
ter if both parties adopted that platform. | 

J. Hobart Moore—That platform would be 
absolutely right; it would be a good national 
platform and no party could make a mistake 
by adopting it. 

Graeme Stewart—That plank adopted by 
the Indiana Republicans and by the Missouri 
Republicans in the conventions of the two 
States would be acceptable to me as the 
financial plank of the Republican party if it 
were adopted at St. Louls, with a single ex- 
ception. That word “ but ”’ should come out 
‘* We favor the use of sil- 
ver as currency, but to that extent only.” 
Make it clearly: ‘‘ We favor the use of silver 
as currency.” With that exception I heart- 
ily approve this financial plank. 

George 8. Lord of Lord, Owen & Co., whole- 
sale drugzgists—It pleases me, and such a 
plank adopted by the convention at St. Louis 
would certainly fmeet my hearty approval. 


Wonld Like It Stronger. 


A. H. Revell—Yes, that is a good plank. 
The only question in my mind is, would it 
be considered strong enough? I believe it to 
be a model. It brings within a few words 
a matter that las in some cases taken col- 
umns to express. I have always been a 
friend of silver, and want to see it have a 
place in the financial scheme of the country, 
for its presence may be made of the great- 
est value. The men of the country could 
be In no better business than to foster and 
encourage it. It has a great value. It should 
not be hoarded nor discouraged. But this 
should not. be done at the expense of that 
currency with which we must go before the 
world. This Nation is big enough and grand 
enough to have the best money the world 
ever knew. And today that money is gold. 
In twenty years from now it may be some- 
thing else. No one can foresee the evolu- 
tions likely to take place in matters per- 
taining to metallic money. But while gold 
is the best money nothing but gold should 
suit the business interests of this Nation. 

S. Gage of the Wellington—Indliana’s 
platform is all right. 
* B. J. Rosenthal—Isn’t that the Democrat 
plank of 1892? Anyway, those sentiments 
express my views on the money question. 
That plank, just as it stands, would suit me. 


Andrew McLeish Satisfied. 


Andrew McLeish, manager partner of 
Carson, Pirie, Scott & Co.’s retail establish- 
ment—It looks to me perfectly sound, and 
would be satisfactory to me individually. 
It might be criticised as less explicit than 
some people in the East might like to have 
it, but it is comprehensive enough to satisfy 
people desiring a single standard. That, I 
take it, means a gold standard. The East- 
ern gold men will probably criticise it, but 
it includes all that a gold standard man can 
ask, though it is expressed somewhat differ- 
ently from the way they might word it them- 
selves. By the way, I see that one of the 
local papers and several in the East are nag- 
ging Maj. McKinley for an expression of 
his financial views. He is right in his reti- 
cence. He cannot be gabbling. Itis neither 
wise nor 4ignified. I have faith in 
McKinley and I have faith in that 
plank. And I believe a majority of the peo- 
ple of the country feel the same way about 
it. Well, then, if we have faith in McKin- 
ley, and if he is nominated on a platform 
with as clear a financial plank as this, what 
good can it do to harrow him before conven- 
tion for views that would almost certain!y 
be distorted in the reporting? I approve this 
plank, and I approve the silence of the Ohio 
man, too. 

Franklin MacVeagh—I can certainly see 
no flaw in that plank. As an expression in 
favor of honest money and sound money it 
is without a flaw. It contains a provision— 
ample provision—for genuine bimetallism, 
which is international bimetallism; but it 
leaves no place whatever for the thing to 
which all honest money men are opposed— 
silver monometallism. Besides, fhe plank 
is intelligently expressed. | 

Mr. MacVeagh has been called the scholar 
in politics: and as such his approval of the 
literary construction of. the plank, no less 
than his approval of its financial logic, may 
= prized by the men who framed the resolu- 

on.

. Views of E. B. Butler. 


E. B._ Butler of Butler Bros.—I am some- 
what surprised to be asked my opinion on the 
Indiana financial platform for this reason: 
As a rule I seldom or never read the political 
platforms adopted by State conventions, but 
in the case of the recent convention at In- 
dianapolis I read the financial plank with 
much interest. I suppose this was because 
like every business-man I am interested 
just now in everything that bears directly or 
indirectly on the financial futgre of this 
country. The platform struck me as being 
exactly the thing, and I have already so ex- 
pressed myself to a number of my friends: 
when we have been 4Giscussing politics, as 
everybody does, of course, in a Presidential 
year. If the St. Louls convention will adopt 
a similar platform it will do just right; at 
least, so I think. 

W. 8S. Seaverns, ex-President of the Board 
of Trade—Provided the financial plank 
adopted at St. Louis is emphatic in declaring 
for a sound currency it will win. The silver 
fallacy is threadbare, and anyone, be he pol- 
iticilan or business-man, who tis afraid to say 
so is afraid of what he must regard as his 
inmost convictions. The Indiana platform 


has only one fault, and that is it does not go | 


to the point sharp enough. But of all the 
platforms adopted, with the single excep- 
tion of the Democratic platform in Massa- 
chusetts, it is the nearest to being explicit.- 
It should certainly be the minimum of strad- 
dling to merit even discussion at St. Louls. 

H. J. Macfarland of M. D. Wells & Co.— 
The Indiana platform suits me exactly. It 
should be adopted by the St. Louis conven- 
tion just as it stands. 


Platform Sufliciently Explicit.. 


James Ward of C. M. Henderson & Cu.— 
Next to the question of protection to Amer- 
ican industries, there is not, in my opinion, 
any question of such importance as that of 
finance. I don’t think a man of such strong 
personality as Maj. McKinley would desire 
to go before the country on a platform that 
hinted even at straddling the financial or 
protection planks in a national platform. 


They should be as ¢mphatic and outspoken | 


as McKinley is himself. The platforms 
adopted by the Missouri and Indiana Repub- 
lican conventions are sufficiently explicit, in 
my opinion, to satisfy all reasonable men. 
If the national convention at St. Louis will 
come out equally strong, it will mean hun- 
dreds and possibly thousands of Democratic 
votes for the ticket. 

Capt. John Prindiville, the ever-juvenile 
Nestor of the Chicago Board of Trade—The 
ship of state, like any other craft, must sail 
on a solid bottom, and the financial plank 
in her keel must be solid, too. The Indiana 
fellows have struck it about right, and St. 
Louis should follow suit.

Anti-McKinley Leaders Meet in Con- 

‘ ference in New York, 

Washington, D. C., May 14.—[Special.]— 
Senator Quay left Washington’ for New 
York at noon. Joe Manley left for the same 
place soon after. Gen. Clarkson lives at 
the Fifth Avenue Hotel. SodoesT. C. Platt. 
The rumor is abroad here that tonight or 
tcmorrow a conference will be held in New 
York between these representatives of Reed, 
Morton, Quay, and Allison, the object being 
supposed to be a last ditch or political trocha, 
with the forlorn hope of stemming the Mc- 
Kinley tide. 

From excellent sources, close to Mr. Reed 
himself comes the information that Platt. 
has decided that neither Morton, nor Quay, 
nor Reed can hope to beat McKinley, and 
that only a Western man has any chanceat 
all.

The count resulted in the declaration 
that the entire Democratic State ticket, 
headed by M. J. Forester for Governor, is 
elected.

IN THE NEW YORK MONEY MARKET. 


Dull Day but Stocks Close Firm and at 
Slight Advances. 


NEW YORK. May 14.—Duliness and strength 
characterized today’s stock market, and the very 
moderate total of business recorded showed a 
trifling improvement as to distribution. There 
are few new influences bearing on the speculation 
aside from the ones that have been worn thread- 
bare almost. Foreign and domestic political 
possibilities and the gold export movement were 
again the text of the traders who controlled op- 
erations on the exchange. London purchasers en- 
couraged the local dealers, the demand including 
a fairly liberal amount of St. Paul and Louisville 
and Nashville. The news of the day was meager, 
but was favorable in tenor, including reports of 
the placing abroad of American municipal se- 
curities and a reduction of \%c in the posted fig- 
ures for long sterling. Actual rates, however, 
were not essentially changed, although an easier 
tone was apparent, chiefly due to rather free 
drawings of bankers’ bills and offerings against 
prospective shipments on Saturday. Considerable 
uncertainty was apparent regarding the probable 
extent of the exports of the precious metal, but 
the consensus of opinion was that about $2,000,000 
in the aggregate would be shipped, destined to 
Paris and Berlin. So far as could be learned, no 
arrangements in anticipation of the export had 
been made up to the close of business. he only 
withdrawal from the Subtreasury today was of 
$800,000 in gold coin, which was understood to be 
taken for Canadian account. The range among 
the prominent shares was narrow, but some ex- 
ceptional fluctuations were noted in the special- 


es.

TARIFF TROUBLES MENACE THE 
WESTERN TRUNK LINE POOL. 


Discovery That a Number of Roads in 
the Association Have Put in Effect 
Reduced Rates on Various Com- 
modities in Violation of a Recent 
Agreement Alarms the Offictals— 
Clandestine Work Is Brought to 
\Light in Washington. : 

Much alarm has been caused among the 


Western Freight Association lines by the 
discovery that a number of the roads had put 
in effect tariffs at reduced rates on various 
commodities in direct violation of an agree- 
ment recently made, 

Ata meeting of traffic officials of the associa; 
tion roads, which has been in session in the 
Rookery for the last three days, a distress- 
ing state of affairs was found to éxist. A 
long list of reduced tariffs, which had been 
filed lately with the Inter-State Commerce 
Commission, sent in by Mr. Osgood, the 
agent of the association, who is stationed at 
Washington, to keep a record of tariffs filed’ 
clandestinely by lines in association terri- 
tory, Was submitted py Commissioner Midg- 
ley. 

The Chicago Great Western boldly demon- 
strated authority to reduce rates on a num- 
ber of commodities on the ground that many 
of the roads with which it was in competi- 
tion had secretly reduced the rates. Its de- 
mand being refused it promptly gave notice 
that it would put the rates in effect anyway 
after the lapse of the required ten days. 
Some of the roads felt inclined to criticise 
the ChicagoGreat Western, but it was shown 
that these roads themselves had filed re- 
duced tariffs with the Inter-State Commerce 
Commission. . 

The Western trunk line pool has been 
placed in a precarious céndition by the re- 
fusal of the association lines to maintain 
agreed tariffs, and great difficulty is being 
found in bringing about an evening up of 
percentages. Chairman Johnson of the 
Western trunk line pool has made a special 
call for a meeting of traffic officials to be 
held at the Southern Hotel in St. Louis today 
with a view of taking action to avert a col- 
lapse of the organization. ‘ 

Formerly percentages were evened up by 
division of freight from roads which had 
carried more than their allotted proportion 
tou roads that had run short. Owing to the 
refusal of some of the roads to divert freight 
when ordered to do so the method was 
changed, and now roads which have carried 
more than their share are expected to stop 
competing for or soliciting business until 
the roads which fell behind have caught up 
again. This scheme seems to work no better 
than the old one, roads not only not going 
out of the business when they yjvere ahead 
of their allotted percentage, bit trying to 
gain still further advantage by putting in 
effect secretly reduced rates, filing the tariffs 
with the Inter-State Commerce Commission 
99 as to avoid coming in conflict with the

CAN USE FIRST-CLASS SLEEPERS. 


Certain Second-Class Passengers Are 
Given the Privilege.

PROTEST FROM YAN BUREN STREET, 


Property-Owners Pass Resolutions 
Condemning What They Term the — 
Loop’s Questionable Methods. 


East Van Buren street property-owners 
held a meeting In Room No. 8 of the Grand 
Pacific Hotel yesterday and passed resolu- 
tions protesting against what is termed 
* manufactured public opinion ” in favor of 
the erection of the south leg of the loop on 
Van Buren. 

Judge Payne will have under consideration 
today the injunction suit to restrain the 
loop company from filing with the City 
Council the consents it has obtained from 
West Van Buren street property-owners 
and from the lessees of property on East 
Van Buren on the ground that such consents 
were obtained by purchase. Judge Payne 
granted a temporary injunction on Monday 
and will hear arguments today. 

The meeting was presided over by Judge 
L. Bates. Theresolutions, after reciting the 
charge that monetary considerations figure 
in the signing of consents by West Van 
Buren street people and some of those whose 
property abuts on East Van Buren, and call- 
ing attention to the fact that the proposed 
ordinance contains nothing to compel an 
elevated road to be built on West Van Buren 
Street, are as follows: 

“ Resolved, That we, the owners of prop- 
erty on Van Buren street east of the river, 
and owning almost the entire frontage, with 
the exception of a comparatively few feet of 
frcntage so illegally sold by certain owners 
and equally op magne purchased by said rail- 
Way company, do now put ourselves on rec- 
ord as condemning the questionable methods 
resorted to by the loop company, and also as 
being unitedly opposed to the erection on 
Van Buren street of an elevated railroad, 
which will destroy our easements of light 
and air and ingress and egress to and from 
our property. 

** Resolved further, That we unitedly con- 
demn the efforts of the loop company, a pri- 
vate corporation, to procure the use of pub- 
lic property as well as private property in 
the way contemplated. 

“* Resolved further, That the act of the 
loop officials to make it appear that only a 
few of the property-owners are interested in 
preventing the erection ntrue and unjust. 

“ Resolved further, That it would be just 
as reasonable for the loop company to man- 
ufacture public opinion in support of an at- 
tempt to take bodily our exclusive private 
property as is the device now resorted to by 
the loop company in support of its attempt 
to build an elevated railroad on Van Buren 
street, a street bat sixty-six feet in width, 
and the use of which by an elevated railroad 
will be equally injurious to the public using 
that street as to the property-owners whose 
lauds abut thereon.”’ 


NATIONAL UNION LOSES ITS CASE, 


Judge Thayer Decides the Insurance 
Law of Missouri Must Govern. 
The National Union must be governed by 

the insurance laws of Missouri and is not a 

fraternal benefit organization. Such is the 

decision of Judge Thayer in the United 

States Court of Appeals‘at St. Louis yester- 

day. . 

The decision was in the case of Arcadia 
L. Marlow vs. The National Union. Mr. 
Marlow, when a member of less than two 
years’ standing of Council No. 215, commit- 
ted suicide, and his widow sued the union in 
the Appellate Court for $5,000 and was given 
a judgment. 

General Solicitor Charles F. Kavanagh of 
the union, speaking of the decision, said: 

“The decision does not affect the union in 
any other State than Missouri. We defended 
on the ground of suicide, and as the law of 
Missouri! provides against that as a defense 
we were beaten. There isn’t another State 
in the Union in which we operate that has 
such an insurance law in regard to suicides. 
We will pay Mrs. Marlow the $5,000 judg- 
ment. If her suit had been brought in the 
State Courts she never could have secured. 
the judgment.”’ ;

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NEWS FROM WASHINGTON. 


FIGHT EXPECTED IN CONFERENCK 
ON THE HARBOR BILL. 


’ Benmate and House Are Far Apart on 


Particular Items in the Measure— 
Expenditures Authorized by the 
Appropriations Amount to Twelve 
Million Dollars, but Continuing 
Contracts Run the Sum Up to Sixty- 


four Millions. 

Washington, D. C., May 14.—[Special.]— 
Little real debate has, taken place in the 
Senate on the river and harbor Dill aside 
from that on the single item of the proposed 
improvements at Santa Monica, for, since 
the report of the committee, April 27, it 
was understood generally that the bill would 
pass with little or no opposition, Senators 
on both sides of the chamber agreeing in the 
policy of internal improvements, 50 that 
there is no chance’ of making a party iszue 
outofit. The principal fight will come in the 
Conference committee, which already has 
been appointed on behalf of the House, but 
this will be largely over particular items. 

The bill as reported to the Senate from 
the Committee on Commerce was amended 
in but few particulars. On the surface it 
purports to carry an enormous sum of 
money, but as a matter of fact by far the 
largest amount is in the shape of contracts 
under the system of continuing improve- 
ments. The amount actually appropriated 
by the bill as it passed the House was $10,- 
504,718, but it also authorized contracts for 
the completion of thirty-two distinct pro} 
ects involving an aggregate liability of 
$51,721,210. These contract liabilities, how- 
ever, included the large sum of $14,300,000 
for the improvement of the Mississippi and 
Missouri Rivers, covering a period of three 
years after the conclusion of the next fiscal 
year. The amount directly appropriated in 
the Senate bill as reported was $12,614,550. 


Changes in the Senate. | 

The Senate committee struck out items for 
provisions for continuing contracts amount- 
ing to $3,357,806, and then added new con- 
tracts aggregating $11,346,967. The total of 
this form of liabilities to be provided for by 
future appropriations as reported to the Sen- 
ate was $60,623,871. Deducting from this 
amount the provisions for the Mississippi 
and Missouri the expenditures under con- 
tracts would be $46,323,871. 

Several.changes were made in the bill by 
the committee, errors and omissions cor- 
rected, and as a result the billas it goes back 
to the House now carries in addition to the 
$12,500,000 of direct appropriations contin- 
uing contracts amounting to the large sum 
of $64,017,227. 

The Illinois contracts authorized amount 
to 860,960, of which $650,000 is for the 
dredging of the Chicago River and $5,710,960 
for the Hennepin Canal. 

In making estimates on the expenditures 
authorized by the river and harbor bill it is 
necessary to understand that under this sys- 
tem of continuing contracts the Secretary 
of War simply is authorized to begin work 
at a fixed limit of cost for each improvement. 
He may make a contract for the whole 
amount if he sees fit, but if the work is not in 
proper condition he may at his discretion 
make no contract at all or only for a partof 
the whole work. Under the general provis- 
ion of the appropriation bill the Secretary of

to pay in any one fiscal year, beginning July 
as 7, over a year from the present time, 
more than 25 per cent of the whole amount

Money for the Work. 


Eliminating the smaller items, it is figured 


out that if the Secretary of War should 


make all the contracts he is authorized to 
make, which is unlikely, it would call foran 
appropriation at the next session to provide 
the money to pay the 25 per cent, or about 
$ ,000. The river and harbor bill cov- 
ers two years’ work, and the sum of $12,000,- 
000 directly appropriated is to be divided 
into 0 parts only, $6,000,000 for the com- 
ing fiscal year and the same amount for the 
following year. 

The expenditure under the bill therefore 
would be, at the outside, the direct appro- 
priation of $6,000,000 for the fiscal year end- 
ing June 30, 1897, and the same amount, plus 

_ $13,000,000 for the contracts, or $18,000,000 
for the fiscal year ending June 30, 1898. The 
great feature of the appropriation bill is 
not its actual expenditure of money, but in 
the authorization of $64,000,000 of contracts, 
the work on which will be done during the 


next four years and payment made by sub- 


sequent appropriations of Congress. 

The aggregate of the river and harbor bill 
on direct appropriations at the last session 
of Congress, including the amounts to be 
spent on the. Mississippi and Missouri 
Rivers, was $7,650,000, so it will be seen 
that the present measure as it comes from 
the nate appropriates in round numbers 
$5,000,000 more than last session in addi- 
tion to- continuing contracts.

WILL PASS THE 


Grosvenor Anticipates It asan Amend- 
ment te the Alcohol Meastre. 

Washington, D. C., May 14.—[(Special.]— 
An exciting tariff debate is likely to occur in 
the House in case certain revenue bills are 
pushed. Representative Evans of Kentucky 
has charge of the measure to correct the 
section of the Wilson-Gorman bill exempt- 
ing from taxation alcohol used in the arts. 
A repeal of this section is desired by the 
Treasury Department because thus far it 
has been found impossible to execute the 
law, and it has been persistently ignored, so 
that there is a possibility of damage suits 
piling up all over the country. In case Mr. 
Evans -pushes his measure the entire Mc- 
Kinley tariff bill will be offered as an 
amendment. Evans today said he was not 
afraid of such a move, as he proposed to 


cut off debate. 

When this scheme was reported to Gen. 
Grosvenor, Maj. McKinley’s personal man- 
ager on the floor, he said, with character- 


istic vehemence: 
‘“‘It is beyond the power of Mr. Evans or

PERFECTING HIS FLYING MACHINE. 


Prof. Langley Gives Up Other Work 
for the Invention. 

Washington, D. C., May 14.—[Spectal.]— 
Ever since Prof. Langley of the Smithsonian 
Institution announced that he had been com- 
paratively successful with his flying ma- 
chine experiments there has come up from 
every quarter a desire for more information 
on this subject. Scientific bodies and pub- 
lications have fairly deluged the Smith- 
sonian Institution with requests for pictures 
and more detailed descriptions of the new 
motor than have yet been given out, but so 
far allin vain. Prof. Langley, acting in con- 
junction with Alexander Graham Bell, has 
had photographs made of the flying machine 
in different positions, but it has not been 
definitely determined that the contrivance 
is in proper shape to be given to the public. 
With a view to devoting his attention ex- 
clusively to this subject the head of the 
Smithsonian Institution has given directions 
that he is not to be bothered with routine 
matters. Meanwhile the experiments with 
the new machine are being conducted where 
they are safe from prying or curious persons, 
and the invariable reply to seekers after in- 
formation is that Prof. Langley is not ready 
to tell what has been accomplished. 


DECISION ON THE MERGENTHALER.

Linotype Company May Appeal to the 
Commissioner of Patents. 
Washington, D. C., May 14.—[Special.]— 
The Board of Examiners in Chief of the 
Patent Office has rendered a decision in an 
interference between Joseph C. Fowler and 
P. T. Dodge, President of the Mergenthaler 
Linotype company, ona typesetting and line- 
casting machine. This action of the exam- 
iners gives priority to the Fowler invention, 
but it is not final. An appeal can be had to 
the Commissioner of Patents, and from him 
to the Court of Appeals. The Fowler claim 
is said to assail an improvement in the 
fundamental construction of the Mergen- 
thaler machine, which embraces the idea of 
a machine having what are known as cir- 
culating types, which, by finger key mechan- 
ism, are set in a line of composed matter. 
This line is caused to impress matrix ma- 
terial to form a matrix line, from which a 
type bar is cast. The types are then auto- 
matically carried back to and assorted in 
the cells of the magazine, from which they 
are released by the finger key mechanism. 


WOULD HOLD BENNETT TO ACCOUNT. 


Prospect of a Lively Struggle Today in 
the House. 

Washington, D. C., May 14.—[(Special. ]— 
There is a probability of a lively time in the 
House Committee on Foreign and Inter- 
State Commerce tomorrow morning, grow- 
ing out of the inaction of Representative 
Bennett of Brooklyn on the bill to strike 
out the imprisonment penalty from the !n- 
ter-State commerce law. After the com- 
mittee had agreed to report favorably on this 
proposition and it had been submitted to the 
House it was placed on the calendar. Sub- 
sequently the Commerce committee recon- 
sidered its action, and asked that the bill 
be recommitted to them. This task de- 
volved upon Congressman Bennett, but 
thus far he has made no movement toward 
carrying out the wishes of his colleagues 
on the committee, and it is purposed to have 
an accounting from him tomorrow.

WRONGS SICK AND INSANE 


PRESIDENT HEALY’S ORDER WORKS 
DISASTER TO PATIENTS. 


Owing to a War Over Technicalities 
as to Authority and Duty Suffering 
People Are Often Exposed in a Way 
to Provoke Censure—County Offi- 
cials Complain of Imposition on the 
Part of the Police—What the Offi- 


cers Have to Say. 

The Board of County Commissioners and 
the Department of Police are at War over 
technicalities. Incidentally insane persons 
and pauper sick men and women have to lie 
uncared for in patrol wagons and grated cells 
in police stations when, it is contended, they 
ought to be under medical care and the super- 
vision and attendance of nurses. 

The trouble came up in this wise: Not 
long ago President Healy of the County 
Board issued an order that insane patients, 
candidates for admission to the Detention 
Hospital, must undergo an examination be- 
fore county officials of authority and receive 
certificates they were demented before they 
can enter the Cook County institution for 


their class. 

This makes the police angry. Supt. Bade- 
noch said yesterday: ‘I cannot say the 
Commissioners are wrong in their ruling, 
but that ruling works frequent hardships. 
We have not many cases, but when we have 
one it is importunate. Our patient should 
be at once cared for. 

“Wednesday night Hugo Buchenau, in- 
sane, was brought to the Desplaines Street 
Station. We could not send to him to the 
Detention Hospital under the new ruling. 
The man was certainly crazy. We locked 
him up, with our poor facilities, and he trie} 
to beat his head in against the bars of his 


cell. 

“Today the County Clerk issued a writ 
sending him to the Detention Hospital. What 
we did wasn’t our work. We are not 
equipped to care for that kind of people. 
We haven't medicine, and nurses, and appli- 
ances. It isn’t our business to have them.” 


Aimed at Impositions. 
President Healy of the County Board 


said: 

‘The county has been so imposed on we 
had to draw a line. Any physician could 
sign a certificate, under the old rule, and 
send a pauper patient out to us on the 
ground he was insane or hopelessly ill. We 
got tired of it, and we called a halt. 

‘If the police have a deserving case they 
can prove it before the County Court in day- 
time. If it’s at night our physician in 
charge will pass on it.” 

“There are ‘few of these cases at the Cen- 
tral Station,” said Inspector Fitzpatrick. 
‘‘It seems to me, however, the county is 
hasty in making this straight-up-and-down 
order. Circumstances always alter cases. 
We never send an insane or a sick man to 
the hospital unless the apparent evidence 
would convince a jury he ought to go there. 
I wouldn’t say this man, A. W. Auton, who 
was taken from the Mercy Hospital yester- 
day, was a deserving man or otherwise, 
but he was a proper patient for the county.” 

‘Hugo Buchenau was brought here on 
Wednesday evening,” said Lieut. Brown at 
the Desplaines Street Station, “and we kept 
him until Thursday in order to obtain the 
necessary writ from the County Clerk to se- 
cure his admission to the Detention Hos- 
pital. We did not take him out on Wednres- 
day night, because we knew they would not 
receive him. On Tuesday we sent Frank M. 
Carr out there inthe wagon. They refused 
to admit him, because they said he was not 
violently insane, and we had to bring him 
back and keep him until Wednesday, when 
we obtained the writ of commitment. 

‘‘ As Carr was just’as violent as Buchenau 
we knew the same thing would happen with 
the latter. So we had to keep Buchenau, 
and in the night he got wild and dashed his 
head against the bars. He might have killed 
himself if he had not been quieted. But what 
can we do? We have no padded cells and 
the keeper can’t spend all his time watch- 
ing. such prisoners. Suppose we pick up a 
crazy man on the street. He doesn’t know 
who he is and neitherdo we. How, then, are 
we to find one of his relatives or friends to 
go into the County Court and ask that he be 
examined as to his sanity?’’ 

The Lieutenant then produced a copy of 
an order issued by Chief Badenoch, dated 
March 25, 1896, which contained the follow- 
ing instructions: “This department can 
send direct to the Detention Hospital only 
extremely violent cases that are clearly 
ceases of insanity (and ‘not cases of drunken- 
ness) without securing papers at the County 
Clerk’s office.” 

** Now, you know,” said the Lieutenant, 
‘‘a man may be violent and try to kill him- 
self or other people and then become quiet 
afterwards. These Detention Hospital peo- 
ple will not take a patient unless he is vio- 
lent when we bring him there, no matter 
what he may have done before we reach the 
hospital.”’ 

Warden James H. Graham of the Deten- 
— Hospital, when asked about the matter, 
said: 

“Personally I don’t know anything about 
the cases of Buchenau or Carr. But I will 
say this. The police have been making this a 
dumping ground for their cases of ‘drunks’ 
that they didn’t want to be bothered with. 
And to stop that the Board of County Com- 
missioners has ordered that no person ex- 
cept one who is violently insane is to be re- 
ceived here without the proper order from the 
County Clerk. 


Won’t Recognize the City. 


“ This is a county institution and is not run 
by the city, and we don’t take orders from 
Mr. Badenoch or any of his Lieutenants. TIT 
have my orders from the County Board and 
I follow them.”’ 

“If a man was brought here who was 
quiet when he arrived, would you take him 
in if the police stated that he had been vio- 
lent; that, for instance, he had attempted to 
kill himself or some one else shortly before 
his arrival here?’ was asked. 

“No matter what the police said, we would 
not accept him unless he was violent when he 
arrived. That would give the police too good 
a chance to unload their ‘ drunks’ on us, 
which we are trying to prevent. We have no 
legal right to take a man in here and lock 
him up unless authorized to do so by the of- 
ficers of the County Court. If a man is only 
drunk he has a case against the county for 
illegal detention. We had a taste of that 
with Frank Collier, and we don’t care to run 
any more chances.” 

“ Buchenau showed no sign of violent in- 
sanity when brought here today, nor did 
Carr, who came yesterday,” said Mr. Moyer 
of the Detention Hospital, “and both have 
been quiet ever since their arrival. Buche- 
nau had a black eye, but otherwise was in 
perfectly sound physical condition, and I 
think the story of his attempt to kill himself 
wa . ee : .

PUISON CASE’ ON TRIAL. 


GERTRUDE TAYLOR ACCUSED OF 
PLANNING DEATH OF HER FAMILY. 


Apparently Without Any Motive a 
Young Girl Buys Rat Poison and 
Places It in Coffee of Which Halt 
a Dozen People Drink—Father Dies 
in Great Agony and the Others Are 
Saved Only by Prompt Medical At- 
tendance—The Evidence. 

Oregon, Mo., May 14.—[Special.]—One of 
the greatest crowds of spectators that ever 
assembled in the Holt County Court-House 
during the trial of any case greeted Judge 
Fallon as he assumed his seat on the bench 
today to commence the trial of little Ger- 
trude Taylor for the murder of her father. 

Henry Tyler Christman testified: ‘‘ I was 
at the supper table with the Taylor family 
on the evening the poison was found in the 
coffee. I first thought it was the meat that 
tasted strange’ Some one at the table 
theught it was pepper in the coffee. Allat 
the table became sick, including witness. 
Dillon Taylor said: ‘Give us milk; we are 
all poisoned.’ Although sick myself I went 
to Craig for Dr. Kallenbaugh. Dillon Tay- 


lor died the next day.”’ 

Robert Taylor, son of the deceased, then 
testified he was present at the poisoning at 
the table. He saw defendant come home 
from Craig, go through the kitchen, andup- 
stairs. He had supper at 6 p. m., but was 
too sick himself to tell anything of his fath- 
er’s condition. He never knew of any poison 
about the house. The defendant, he said, 
is a smart child and never mistreated her 
father or mother. She usually got what she 
wanted and went where she pleased. There 
was no trouble about the parlor organ. 


How Poison Was Purchased. 


Mrs. Laura Taylor, wife of the last wit- 
ness, testified of the good will always ex- 
isting between the defendant and her father, 
but admitted for days after the poisoning 
that the defendant only came into the room 
once or twice to inquire of the condition of 
the witness. There was no more trouble 
than would have happened between members 
of ordinary families. 

William Butts testified that he sold goods 
for W. M. Smith at Craig and that on the 
day of the poisoning the defendant bought 
a box of rat poison from him and had it 
charged to her father. 

Mr. Taylor, the father of Gertrude, died 
from the effects of drinking poisoned coffee. 
The others who partook of the meal were 
Mrs. Taylor, their son Robert and his wife, 
Tyler Christman, Thomas Taylor, aged 15, 
Gertrude, Duke, aged 11, and Nancy, aged 4. 


Defendant Drank Water Only. 


Gertrude did not drink any of the coffee. 
Soon after‘eating Mr. and Mrs. Taylor be- 
came sick and similar symptoms were shown 
by Robert and his wife. Christman started 
for a doctor and was taken sick on the way, 
and while he was gone the younger niembers 
of the family, except Gertrude, became 
similarly afflicted. 

Physicians worked all night to save the 
family and diagnosed the cases as due to 
poison. The contents of the coffee pot was 
fed to the pigs, causing several to die. 

Gertrude was the only member of the 
family who was not affected and she drank 
only water, although she usually took 
coffee, ° 

Insanity a Possible Theory. 


A Coroner’s jury declared Gertrude the 
guilty person. She was at the inquest of her 
murdered father, and when the verdict was 
announced it appeared «to her a matter of 
small concern. Not a trace of sorrow was 
depicted on her face, nor at any time since 
the death of her parent has she shed a tear. 
This has led to the supposition the girl is in- 
sane. 

It was discovered Gertrude bought some 
rat poison at Smith’s drug store the day of 
the fatal meal, but she said she was sent to 
make the purchase by her father, who did 
not tell her what he wanted it for, nor did 
she ask him. 

It was learned Gertrude hated Robert’s 
wife, and Lad quarreled with her father be- 
cause he was going to give her sister-in-law 
an organ. The child threatened to leave 
home if this were done. 

On this evidence the prosecution bases its 
claims to the guilt of the girl. She admits 
being jealous of her sister-in-law, and to 
wreak revenge, it is claimed, she poisoned 
the whole family. By others it is asserted 
the wife of Robert Taylor had a handimthe 
crime, hoping by the death of the elder Tay- 
lor her husband would come into’ possession 
of a large fortune. The elder Taylor ex- 
hibited great affection for his new daughter- 
in-law, and told his son he would soon give 
him a competence and start him onthe road 
to prosperity. :

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FORGERIES IN THE ROLLS. 


LOUIS GERKE TESTIFIES BEFORE 
THE CIVIL SERVICE BOARD. 


Swears His Signature for City Money 
Was Not Written by Himself—Other 
Witnesses Tell of Falsification and 
of Dummies on the List—Bracken 
and Henneberry Refuse to Answer 
Incriminating Questions — First 
District Investigation Is Closed. 

The City Civil Service Commission contin- 
‘ued the stuffed pay-roll investigation yes- 
terday, devoting most of the day to hearing 


“ evidence against Foremen Bracken and 


Henneberry of the First Street Department 

’ District. Witnesses testified to falsification 
of pay-rolls, to the presence of dummies on 
the salary list, and to forgery. 

Both Bracken and Henneberry were be- 
fore the board. Although not charged with 
anything, under the advice of counsel they 
refused to testify on the ground they might 
incriminate themselves. 

Bracken is at the head of the department 
being investigated. Henneberry is a hold- 
over from the Hopkins administration, re- 
tained through Republican intiuence, it is 
said. Both men are reported as supporters 
of ‘W. C. Asay and his mixed following of 
ward heelers. During the Hopkins.adminis- 
tration, it is said, Henneberry held his job 
through Asay’s pull. This year he is known 
in First Ward political circles as ‘‘ Jamie- 
son’s man,” and Asay is his attorney in the 

present trouble. 

At the close of yesterday’s examination 
the board adjourned to meet at the call of 
the President. The evidence in the cases 
against the other decisions is not yet ready 
to be heard. No steps have been outlined 
to be taken against Bracken and Henne- 
berry. They may be arrested and taken 
before a Justice to be bound over to the 
next grand jury or the matter may be taken 
direct to the grand jury. ‘ 

Attorney Gibbs’ Admissions. 

The session opened with Bracken and 
Henneberry on hand and represented by At- 
torney George A. Gibbs. Mr. Gibbs said he 
wanted to make a statement. He wanted 


- jt distinctly understood he was there not by 


courtesy but as a matter of right, and he 
would advise his clients what questions to 
answer and what not to answer. It might 
be true there were no charges against his 
clients in one sense, but there were charges 
before the commission against the men, and 
if those were true they were of a criminal 
nature. The board could not bind any one 
over to the grand jury, but it might report 
to the grand jury. He wanted it understood 
he was there as anattorney. ~* 
President Clark refused to recognize the 
‘right of Mr. Gibbs, as an attorney, to be 
resent. He had no objection to Mr. Gibbs 
ng present if he did not interrupt the 
witnesses. ; 
Foreman on the Stand. 


The examination of Bracken was resumed. 
He was asked several questions, but to all 
of importance he refused to reply for fear of 
incriminating himself. Mr. Mills, for the 
board, attempted to show Bracken had em- 
ployed James Flynn under the name of 

enry Daly and John McCarthy when the 
original McCarthy had quit, contrary to the 
civil service rules. 

Henneberry was the next witness. To all 
leading questions he gave the answer ad- 
vised by his attorney, having to refer toa 
written slip of paper to remember why he 
refused. A general laugh followed his at- 
tempt to make the answer clear. Referring 
to the paper he read: 

Answer—I decline on the ground that the 
statement of President Clark the evidence 
is to be used for further future criminal 
action, and therefore anything I said for— 
anything I might say might be used as a 
future foundation for criminal proceedings. 

Question—W ho wrote that paper? Answer 
I wrote that, 

Q.—At whose dictation? A.—My lawyer's. 

Mr. Gibbs—I never saw that before. 

Mr. Millse—Who wrote it? A.—Well—— 

Mr. Gibbs—State who did write it. A.— 
Well, .J—I—I wrote this. Mr.—I think—Mr. 
‘Mr. Gibbs—I never saw that before. A.— 
This paper was handed to me and I copied It. 

Mr. Mills—Did Mr. Asay write it? A.—I 
couldn’t swear that it was Mr. Asay. 

Meyer Swears to Fraud. 

The next witness was Nicholas Meyer, 
No. 3350 Union avenue, one of the employés. 
He said Earl Shumway, whose name was 
on the pay-roll, had not worked for the city 
since last fall. He knew achange had taken 
place in the McCarthysatwork. Last Mon- 
day Bracken had called him aside and asked 
him to recoginze the second McCarthy as 
the one who had been there first, as there 
was an investigation going on. He had col- 
lected money for Henneberry at the pay 

on. He knew others had cashed checks 
for Bracken and Henneberry. He knew sev- 
eral men who drew pay and did no work. 

Charles Mack, No. 2970 State street, was 
called. He had worked for the city from 
July, 1895, to April, 1896. He worked two 
weeks and was laid off two weeks each 
month. Several names on the March 15 
pay-roll were of strangers. He Knew all 
who worked. In reply to whether Bracken 
had questioned him about the investigation 
witness replied: 

“I came down there and I asked Mr. 
Bracken when wasIto get my money. He 
says the only man that you will find that 
out from is Commissioner Kent. I says ‘Shall 
I go there?’ He says,‘ Yes.’ I left Bracken 
and started down-town and he called me 
back. He says, ‘I understand there is go- 
ing to be an investigation. Are you going 
I says, ‘ Yes, I will tell 
the truth. You took.the bread and butter 
out of my mouth last winter and part of last 
summer and this spring, and now you come 


to me and ask me to do a favor for you, 


and I am going to tell the truth.’ ”’ 
Mack Reveals Secrets. 


Question—What did you mean by taking 
the bread and butter out of your mouth? 

Answer—I only signed a pay-roll three 
times. Mr. Bracken would double it up, 
double up the pay-roll in such a shape that

}* Will you do it?” 


I could not see anybody else's name except 
John Richards. He would draw $28 and I 
drew $12 or $10, and I asked Mr. Bracken 
if that was a square deal. He says: “I 
can’t help it.” I says “ All right, sir.” I 
wanted to draw one week extra in the month 
of December, but he wouldn't let me work 
one week extra and only let me work two 
weeks. . 

Q.—What do you know as to whether Mr. 
Richards was entitled to those $287 A.— 
No, sir, he was never entitled to that; he was 
never seen around the yards and never 
worked any. 

Q.—Did you at any time pass up checks 
or handle tickets or checks for other people? 
A.—Yes; three time I drew one extra envel- 
ope and turned it over to Mr. Henneberry. 

Q.—What did Mr: Henneberry do with 
those envelopes? A.—Well, now, the only 
thing I seen Mr. Henneberry did with them 
is to go back in a little office which is in the 
rear of No. 1441 State street, after the men 
were assigned to the work, I happened to 
drop in there to get sdme orders and he had 
the envelopes laid out on the desk counting 
the money and making it up. I don’t know 
what he was doing. 


Gerke Swears to Forgery. 


Louis Gerke, No. 3640 South Hamilton ave- 
nue, was the next witness. His testimony 
follows: 

Question—This is a pay-roll (handing paper 
to witness) for the half month ending Jan. 
15, 1896. Will you look at that and see if the 
eighth name from the top is your name? 
Answer—Yes, sir, that is my name. 

Q.—Will ycu follow that line on to the right 
and tell the Commissioners if your name ap- 
pears in the righthand column? A.—Yes, 
sir; that is my name. 

Q.—Is that your handwriting? A.—It. is 
not—this here. 

Q.—Did you write that name, Louis Gerke, 
there? A.—No, I did not. 

Commissioner Holtz— Have you any idea 
who did write it? A.—No. 

Mf. Mills~Were you in the employment of 
the city in the monthiof February, 1896? A. 
—No, sir. 

Q.—WiIll you look at the name on the ninth 
line of the pay-roll for the half month ending 
Feb. 29, 1896, and tell the Commissioners if 
that is your name? A.—That is my name, 
but that ain’t my writing. 

Q.—I call your attention first to the left- 
hand column. Thatis yourname? A.—Yes, 
sir. 

Q.—Follow that name right along tothe 


‘righthand column.” A.—That is my name. 


Q.—Did you write that? A.—No, sir. 
Q.—Did you know who did write it? A.—I 
could not tell. 


Did Not Draw City Money. 


Q.—Did you at that time receive any 
money? A.—No, sir. 

Q.—From the City of.Chicago? A.—No, sir. 

Q.—When did you last receive any money 
from the City of Chicago for your work for 
the city? A.—That was somewhere in 
November; I forget the date. When .the 
city was paying. 

Q.—I will call your attention to the pay- 
roll for the half month ending March 15, 
1896, and ask yuu to look at the tenth name 
on that left hand list and tell the Com- 
missioners if that is your name. A. Yes, 
sir. ' 

Q.—Follow that line right along? A.— 
That is my name, too. 

Q@.—Did you write that signature? A.— 
No, sir. 

Q.—Did you ever authorize any person to 
sign your name to any pay-roll? A.—No. 

Q:—Did you ever have a son working for 
the city in that department? A.—No. 

Q.—Do you know of any other man in this 
City of Chicago named Louis Gerke? A.— 
No, sir. 

Q.—Do you know of any man beside your- 
self that worked for the City of Chicago in 
that First District? A.=~No. 

Q.—In this month of May have vou talked 
with Henneberry or Bracken? A.—I have 
been talking to Henneberry. 

Q.—Will you tell about that conversation, 
how it came about, and what was said? 
Tell us all about it. A.—All right. 

Q.—Tell it to the Commissioner. A.—Who 
is the Commissioner? 


“Going to Tell the- Truth.” 


Q.—Right here. A.—It was last Sunday. 
was working on the street and he was 
standing on the sidewalk, and another man 
with him by the name of Foley. He called 
me to the sidewalk and asked me if there 
was anybody up to'my house. I said yes, 
there was somebody there today. ‘“‘ Who 
were they?’’ I told him they were sent from 
the city service office to hunt me up, and 
then he says: “ Did you sign any papers?” 
I says *‘ No, not yet.” “ Did they ask you 
sign some?’ I says ‘* Yes, they told me 
to be around tomorrow or some other day, 
and wanted me to sign papers.” He says 
I says “ Of course I will: 
Iam going to tell the truth.’’ He says ‘“‘ Don’t 
you do it before me or Bracken sees you. 
Some one will be around—me or Bracken— 
tomorrow or next day, or in a few days,” 
and that was all there was about it. 
Q.—Did either one come to see you? A.—No, 
ee any one come to see you? A.—No, 
sir, 
Im the Afternoon. 


In the afternoon Henry Daly, No. 2010 Wa- 
bash avenue, was the first witness. He said 
he never worked for the city. He hada 
letter which would give him work, but he 
turned it over.to James Flynn, No. 1475 
Michigan avenue. Flynn said he worked 
under the name of Daly for one month. He 
never signed the pay-rolls. 

George R. Eaton, timekeeper in the Street 
Department and Notary Public, was called 
to identify Bracken’s handwriting and sig- 
nature on the pay-rolls, which he did. 

F. L. Stevenson, No. 1912 Wabash avenue, 
swore he had worked for the department, 
knew all the men, and knew of names on 
the pay-roll of men who did not work. He 
knew James Moriarity as a laborer for 
Corcoran under the Hopkins administration. 
He saw Bracken and Henneberry draw pay 
for others. His highest pay number was 
eighty-six. He said there never was over 
sixty men employed at one time. 

W. Crimmins, No. 1351 State street, drove 
a team for Martin Best for the city. He 
never signed a pay-roll. 

Commissioner Kent was called. He said 
he had issued an order in May, 1895, and 
called attention to it in March, requiring 
strict observance of civil service rules. The 
men should sign the pay-rolls. The depart- 
ment had to rely upon the honesty of its 
foremen. The City Treasurer was respon- 
sible for the payment of money to the men. 

The investigation of the other districts 
will follow in a few days.
